HANGING OF NAZI 
REPORTED SET T 
BEGIN AT MIDNIGHT 
IN NUERNBERG JA 


Time Would Be _ 5:01 
P. M. in St. Louis — 
Executions of 11 Con- 


demned Men Expected 
to Take 3 or 4 Hours. 


NUERNBERG, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
Unofficial reports circulated here 
today that the hangings of the 11 
condemned Nazi’ ringleaders 
would. begin in the Nuernberg 
prison yard at 12:01 a.m. Wednes- 
day (5:01 p.m. today, St. Louis 
time). 

It previously had been expected 
that the executions would start 


at dawn, although there had been 
no official announcement concern- 
the time. 

t is expected that the execu- 
tions will take three or four hours 
altogether and that a formal an- 
' Mouncement of their completion 

will be forthcoming about an hour 
later. 

The four-power commission has 
made plain that there will be no 
official announcement concerning 
the executions until after the last 
man has gone to the scaffold. 

Reports that the hangings will 
begin at one minute past midnight 
were given credence by an Amer- 
ican officer, a Russian colonel and 
several prison employes. 

There has been no information 
given out concerning the arrange- 
ments for the hangings, but if they 
are to be completed within three 
hours this probably will mean that 
more than one scaffold and more 
than one hangman will be em- 
ployed. 

(The United Press reported 
from Berlin that the Allied Kom- 
mandatura had announced that 
the seven Nazis sentenced to pris- 
on would serve their time in 
Spandau prison in the British oc- 
cupation zone of Berlin.) 

The 11 Condemned. 

The 11 men to be executed are: 

Hermann Goering, Adolf Hit- 

ler’s No, 2 man, 

Joachim von Ribbentrop, Nazi 

foreign minister. 

Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel, 
chief of the high command. 

Col Gen. Alfred Jodl, German 
Army chief of staff. 

Ernst Kaltenbrunner, chief of 

the Nazi security police. 

Alfred Rosenberg, philosopher 
of the Nazi party. 

Hans Frank, governor general 
of Poland. 

Fritz Sauckel, Nazi labor boss, 

Arthur Seyss-Inquart, gaulei- 
ter of The Netherlands. 

Julius Streicher, the 
baiter. 

Wilhelm Frick, “protector” of 
Bohemia and Moravia. 

Briefing officers told correspon- 
dents at the regular morning press 
conference that they had been 
forbidden to answer any questions 
concerning the time of the execu- 
tion or the details of any arrange- 
ments for burial. 

Religious Solace. 

The only information they would 
disclose concerned the reactions 
‘of the convicted men. 

With their last hours of life 
swiftly running out, 10 of the 
condemned men turned to religion 
today for solace. 

Only Rosenberg refused to see 
a chaplain or study the Bible. All 
the others talked at length about 
their faith in God. Kaltenbrunner 
received communion this morning 
and the others were expected to 
receive it later in the day. 

Goering told prison doctors he 
had no fear of death and said he 
intended to try and show dignity 
until the very last moment. Jodl, 
one of five Catholics in the group, 
said it was fundamental that

NEW ELEMENT 
THAT SPLITS MADE 
IN ATOMIC OVENS 


Neptunium 237 Not Suitable 
for Use in Bombs, 
However. 


BERKELEY, Calif., Oct. 15 (AP) 
~—Atomic ovens can produce an- 
other chemical element which 
splits like uranium 235 and plu- 
tonium, Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg dis- 
closed yesterday. It is neptunium 
237, an isotope or chemical twin 
of neptunium 239, the element 
which automatically changes into 
the plutonium used in atom 
bombs. 

Dr. Seaborg, a University of 
California chemist, made his re- 


port at a sectional meeting of the 
American Chemical Society. 
Although Neptunium 237, when 
bombarded with slow neutrons, 
undergoes fission as does U-235 
and Plutonium 239, the number of 
atoms which will split in any 
given quantity of the chemical is 
s0 low that it could not be used 
in atomic bombs, Seaborg said. 
He said 100 milligrams, about 
one three-hundredth of an ounce, 
of the new element had been 
made for special chemical studies, 
Seaborg also reported discov- 
ery of a new isotope of plutonium 
with an atomic weight of 241, Up 
to now only one form of the sub- 
stance, the powerful U-239, has 
been revealed publicly. Plutonium 
241 wes produced by bombing the 
most common type of uranium, 
U-238, with alpha particles: 


NEW REGULATIONS BY OPA 
ON BANANAS SHIPPED BY AIR 


Must Be Tagged Naming Source, 

Have Protective Containers— 

Higher Price Allowed. 

WASHINGTON, Oct, 15 (AP)— 
Chiquita, the gal who begs you to 
keep bananas out of the refriger- 
ator, had a new worry today. 

If she wants bananas fast and 
fresh—shipped by air from the 
plantation — the OPA says: she 
must: 

1, Tag each individual banana, 
showing where it came from and 
the fact that it is air-borne. 

2. Out *the bananas from the 
stems and dress ’em in protective 
containers. The fruit must be ripe 
before shipment. 

All air-borne banana importers 
may add the actual cost of air 
transportation—about 8 cents a 
ton per mile—to the port of entry 
ceiling price. 


B-29 DREAMBOAT FORCED BACK 
IN RECORD FLIGHT ATTEMPT 


Plane Develops Engine Trouble, 
Returns to Paris After Take- 
off for New York. 
PARIS, Oct. 15 (AP)—The Pa- 
cusan Dreamboat returned to Orly 
Field today when mechanical 
trouble developed after it took off 
in an effort to break the trans- 
Atlantic speed record between 

Paris and New York. 

The Army’s B-29, which recently 
flew from Honolulu to Cairo, tax- 
ied back on the field at 1:10 p.m. 
(6:10 a.m. St, Louis time), twe 
hours and 45 minutes after taking 
off. The return followed a mes- 
sage saying that the ship was ex- 
periencing “mechanical trouble.” 


ARMY CONSIDERING USING 
B-295 AS GUIDED MISSILES 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (UP)-- 
Army Air Forces techniciang are 
considering converting some B-29 
bombers into guided missiles, ca- 
pable of striking targets with high 
explosives while controlled by a 
mother plane as much as 80 miles 
away, A.A.F. sources said today. 
The B-29s would be equipped 
with remote control devices sim- 
llar to those used Aug. 6 on two 
B-17 Drones in a flight from 
Honolulu to Muroc, Calif. 
These ‘planes. could be loaded 
with an atomic bomb or another 
type of high explosive, A.A.F. 
sources said, and then flown into 
a target with the remote control 
instruments. Such a weapon 
would have a maximum range up 
to 10,000 miles, depending on the 
bomb load. 


Hokkaido Coal Strike Ends. 
TOKYO, Oct. 15 (UP)—A five- 
day-old strike of the All Japan 
Coal Miners’ Union in the Hok- 
Kaido area ended today when 
Operators signed an agreement 
granting the union's basic de- 
mands, including substantial wage 
increases, according to reports 
from Sapporo. 
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YUGOSLAVIA QUITS 
PEACE PARLEY A 
IT ENDS, DRAWS 
REBURE BY BYRNES 


Tito Delegation Charges 
‘Unjust Decisions’ — 
U. S. Secretary Says 
‘No Nation Has Right 


to Dictate Peace.’

PARIS, Oct. 15 (AP)—The Paris 
peace conference ended officially 
at 5:28 p.m. (10:28 a.m., St. Louis 
time) today after Yugoslavia, in 
a last-minute dramatization of its 


dissatisfaction with the parley’s 
decisions, formally withdrew from 
the 2l-nation meeting. 

With a rap of his gavel, Presi- 
dent-Foreign Minister Georges Bi- 
dault of France declared the con- 
ference closed, after a brief ad- 
dress in which he reviewed the 
work accomplished by the dele- 
gates since they convened July 29 
to write treaties with Italy, Ro- 
mania, Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Finland. 

The delegates approved the ple- 
nary session reports on the five 
treaties within a half hour after 
the final meeting began, 

Yugoslavia’s protest against 
what it termed “unjust decisions” 
of the conference majority drew 
a prompt rebuke from United 
States Secretary of State James 
F. Byrnes. 

“Just as no one nation had the 
power to win the war, so no one 
nation has the right to dictate the 
peace,” Byrnes said. 

Deputy Premier Edward Kar- 
delj of Yugoslavia, in announcing 
his country’s withdrawal, chal- 
lenged the conference decisions on 
the Italian treaty. He said the 
solution should be met by “mutual 
agreement” and again threatened 
that if Yugoslavia’s desires were 
not achieved it would not sign the 
treaty. 

Remarks by Byrnes. 

Byrnes, taking the floor after 
the Yugoslay action was an- 
nounced, said the United States 
would support in the Council of 
Foreign Ministers every decision 
backed by two-thirds of the peace 
conference. He asserted the 
American delegation would do so 
regardless of how it voted itself, 
and would give “sympathetic con- 
sideration” to every other confer- 
ence decision. 

Byrnes told the conference the 
United States believed before and 
throughout the conference that 
the nations which participated in 
the war should participate in mak- 
ing the peace. He asserted the 
world wants the peace to be a 
people’s peace,” adding that this 
was “impossible” if the peoples of 
various nations could not make 
their opinions felt. 

Byrnes said it now was the 
duty of the Council of Foreign 
Ministers to reconcile differences 
which have risen during the 
course of the conference. The Big 
Four ministers will meet in New 
York Nov. 4 to draft the final 
terms of the five treaties. 
Russian Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov declared the Soviet Union 
would continue to support its ob- 
jectives “with all its power.” 
“The Soviet considers it to be 
its duty to continue to fight on 
behalf of the objectives for which 
it fought the decent war,” he said. 
“Irrespective of whether other 
countries like it or not, the Soviet 
Union will do all in its power for 
what it believes essential to a 
democratic peace.” 

Protest by Yugoslavia. 

The Yugoslav delegatjon, which 
had contended strongly but with- 
out success for the Italian port of 
Trieste, addressed a letter to the 
conference chairman, Quo Tai-chi 
of China, announcing that the na- 
tion of Premier Josip (Tito Broz 
would not participate in the final 
approval of the. conference deci- 
sions and would not associate 
itself with the recommendations. 

Only yesterday, Molotov de- 
nounced some of the conference’s 
decisions as “unsatisfactory,” sug- 
gesting that questions such as Tri- 
este, free navigation of the Dan- 
ube and the Bulgarian-Greek bor- 
der would be reopened when the 
Big Four foreign ministers meet 
in New York.

Police in Michigan receive in- 
structions from Alabama. New 
Yorkers hear from Michigan. The 
local Capital Transit Co., which 
uses radio to keep its emergency

Joe Wofford, an FCC engineer, 
says the villain is “skip inter- 
ference.”

Grocers Say They Have 
Been Promised Beef 
Tomorrow’ but That 
They Can’t Begin to 
Satisfy Demand.

Prices soared at National Stock- 
yards and other livestock markets 
today following President's Tru- 
man’s action in removing price 
controls. Grocers in St. Louis 
said they had been promised more 
meat for sale by tomorrow. 

Although retail meat prices 
were not immediately determined, 
at Union Market meat dealers in- 
dicated they intended to double 


their OPA ceiling prices, reflect- 
ing wholesale price increases. How- 
ard Hess, wholesale manager for 
the Will Docter Meat Co., said he 
had purchased beef this morning 
at packing plants for “about dou- 
ble the last OPA ceiling of $24.80 
a hundredweight.” 

As the wholesale price of beef 
soared, Hess said he intended to 
advertise, “asking consumers to 
buy as little as possible for the 
present, in order to get the price 
down. That is rather a peculiar 
way of doing business, but we 
feel that in the overall picture 
our consumers will appreciate the 
advice.” 

Hess said he intended placing 
high-priced beef on sale as soon 
as it was received, and that some 
of it would be sold over the 
counter late today. The Remley 
Co., at Union Market, said it ex- 
pected to have meat for sale to- 
morrow at about double OPA 
prices. The Reinhardt Meat Co. 
said it had’ only sausage and 
veal for sale today, but hoped to 
have beef in stock tomorrow. 

Restaurant prices cannot be 
changed without a separate order, 
adjusting them to conform with 
prices paid by restaurant operators 
for meat. 

Customers flooded St. Louis 
grocéry and meat dealers with 
telephone calls today demanding 
meat. In most instances they were 
disappointed. Meat promised for 
tomorrow apparently was stored 
by packers against the anticipated 
time when OPA ceilings would be 
abandoned, but grocers’ said 
quantities available immediately 
cannot begin to satisfy the de- 
mand. 

Quantities of livestock sent to 
market over the nation today were 
not immediately increased, be- 
cause President Truman’s mes- 
sage came too late for farmers to 
load their trucks. Hogs, in short- 
est supply, enjoyed a day of wild 
bidding. 
At National Stockyards hog 
prices reached as high as $30 a 
hundredweight, $13.80 over the 
OPA ceiling price of $16.20. There 
was a considerable variation in 
hog prices, however, although all 
of the 700 hogs available sold well 
above the ceiling. This was a drop 
in receipts from the 898 of a week 
ago and still far below the 3634 of 
a year ago. 

The $30 a hundredweight paid 
for hogs was a record at National 
Stockyards. Similar records were 
established at other leading live-

UFFIGIAL ASSERTS 


Administration Leaders 
Predict Swift End to 
All Government Re- 
strictions Except Those 
on Rents. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
Carrying out President Truman’s 
orders, the OPA officially ended 


price controls on livestock, meat 
and food and feed products made 
from them, effective at 12:01 a.m. 
today. 

OPA Administrator Paul Porter 
announced also that “all slaughter 
controls were revoked so that 
quota restrictions will no longer 
apply.” Government subsidy pay- 
ments to the meat industry also 
are abolished, 

The action was accompanied by 
forecasts of top administration of- 
ficials of the swift passing of all 
Government controls of wages and 
prices—except rents. One highly 
placed official said an important 
precedent has been set; that the 
way is open for pressure from all 
sides to blow the lid off the con- 
trols that are left. 

“There is no question this speeds 
the end of OPA and wage regu- 
lations,” this official told a re- 
porter. 

He said that a major factor in 
the President's decision was the 
feeling that if the Government 
did not act decisively, Congress 
would return on Jan. 1 in a mood 
to kill the whole control set-up 
anyway, rather than wait for it 
to die next June 30. 

“Only Shell Remains.” 

“Today only a shell remains of 
what we had in the way of con- 
trols up to last night,” the official 
said, “and those controls, in turn, 
were little more than window- 
dressing compared to what -we 
had on June 30.” 

It was on June 30 that the life 
of OPA officially expired, only to 
be revived in a milder form by 
Congress on July 25. 

Truman himself said the meat 
action could not be considered an 
“isolated transaction.”’ 

Porter laid down the rule that 
price controls will be kept on 
“important” commodities and serv- 
ices until supply catches up with 
demand. This means, he 4an- 
nounced, that price ceilings will 
stay on such scarce things as au- 
tomobiles, furniture, building ma- 
terials and household appliances. 
He said OPA soon will announce 
a definite list of scarce items on 
which controlagwill remain for the 
time being. 

At the Department: of Agricul- 
ture, which supervises food price 
controls, there was speculation 
that flour, bread and other bakery 
products will be the next foods 
taken from OPA regulation. 
Wheat, rye, corn, barley, grain 
sorghums—the principal food and 
feed grains—and dairy and poultry 
products have been free of Con- 
trols since July 1. Cotton has 
never been under price ceilings. 

Farm and food commodities still 
under price control include sugar, 
dried beans and peas, mixed live- 
stock feeds, vegetable oils, jams, 
jellies, preserves, food spreads, 
rice, candy and confectionery, 
maple syrup, distilled spirits and 
most canned fish. 

With supplies expected to be far

DECONTROL WILL 
SAVE $300,000,000 
IN MEAT SUBSIDIES 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
The Treasury stands to save more 
than $300,000,000 through Presi- 
dent Truman's action ending sub- 
sidies on meats along with price 
controls, 

An official of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Co., which has been 
making the payments, said today 
that it appears only about $20,000,- 
000 of the $400,000,000 Congress au- 
thorized for that purpose may be 
used, 

The subsidy program became a 
part of the price ceiling effort 
when prices were rolled back in 
the early days of control. 

The subsidy on beef ranged 
from 50 cents a 100 pounds to as 
much as $2.40 depending on grade. 
OPA officials said the choice cuts 
of the best grades of beef carried 
subsidy up to 10 cents a pound or 
more at retail. The subsidy on 
T-bone steak was figured as aver- 
aging 7% cents a pound and that 
on pork chops about 5 cents. OPA 
economists said elimination of the 
subsidies can be expected to boost 
retail costs for the consumer at

STOCK MARKET IN ONE 
OF SWIFTEST RALLIES OF 
MONTH AFTER DECONTROL 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15 (AP) 
HE stock market today put 
on one of the broadest and 
swiftest rallies of the last 

month, following the meat de- 
control ruling of the President. 

For a lengthy interval after 
the opening, buying kept the 
ticker two minutes behind ac- 
tual floor transactions. 

Armour, Swift, Cudahy and 
Wilson shares were an hour to 
an hour and a half late in 
appearing on big blocks as spe- 
cialists struggled to co-ordi- 
nate bids and offers. 

Top gains. ranged from $1 
to $4 and there were a few 
jumps of around $12 by “thin” 
issues. Extreme advances were 
reduced in some cases by profit 
taking at the close. Transfers 
were about 2,300,000 shares, the 
largest since early September. 

Bonds followed stocks, Live- 
stock quotations turned strong. 
Commodities backed away from 
a forenoon upsurge. Chicago 
wheat finished off % to 1% 
cents a bushel, corn 4 to 5, 
oats % to 1% and barley was 
unchanged to down 3 cents. 

Cotton, toward the last, was 
50 cents a bale higher to $1.15 
lower after a $2.50-a-bale open- 
ing rise, 


PREDICTION OF MORE LEATHER 
FOR SHOES, TALLOW FOR SOAP 


Small Says There Will Be Lag, 
However, Before Production 
Will Rise 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 


Civilian Prodiction Chief John D. 
Small said today the removal of 
controls from livestock should 
mean a greater supply of leather 
for shoes, more tallow for soap, 
and increased output of medicine 
made from livestock by-products. 
Hides, leather and leather prod- 
ucts remain under price control. 
Small said there will be a lag 
of about one month in the flow 
of hides to the tanner, and about 
two months before the additional

EXPECTED. BACK 
WITHIN 10 DAYS 


Meat Likely to Be Tough 
and Prices Above Cur- 
rent Ceilings — Sub- 
sidy Absorbed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
Steaks and roasts should be back 
on butcher counters within 10 


days as a result of President Tru- 
man’s action in taking OPA con- 
trols off meat today. They are 
likely to be tough, and prices un- 
doubtedly will be sharply above 
current ceilings. 

Whether the flow to market 
keeps up during the next few 
weeks and months will depend on 
the weather and _  slaughterers’ 
bids. 

Since ceilings were reapplied 
last month, many farmers have 
withheld livestock from market 
in anticipation of larger returns. 
The temporary suspension of con- 
trols during July and August 
brought a flood of animals to 
market, and consumers feasted. 

Now the market movement may 
be somewhat slower starting than 
in July. At that time there was 
an urgency to sell before controls 
were slapped back on, There is 
no such urgency now. Further- 
more, livestock men generally feel 
that prices will be good for an- 
other year at least. 

Price Increases. 

As for the immediately higher 
prices, the increase will absorb 
the present Government meat 
subsidy averaging about 5 cents 
a pound at retail. There may, 
however, be a tendency on the 
part of slaughterers to try to 
hold increases down, particularly 
in view of Truman’s assertion 
that: 

“The American people will know

YAKIMA, Wash., Oct. 14 (AP)— 
A new “legend,” was brought back 
by James Watts, 33-year-old 
teacher, from the unmapped 
wilderness Nahanni country of 
northern Canada, source of tales 
of head-hunting Indians and dis- 
appearing white men, 

Long overdue, Watts, his 24-year- 
old wife, Beatrice, and her brother, 
Edward Ross, 18, finally have re- 
turned here. The Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police had ordered a 
search for them. 

Watts, a geologist, said that, in 
a country where the thermometer 
often drops to 72 below, there also 
is a sheltered semi-tropical valley, 
warmed by hot springs and 
geysers, a “freak area” similar to 
Yellowstone National Park. Masto- 
dons and prehistoric mammals 
may have roamed the swampy 
muskeg. 


-“It may sound fantastic,” Watts

said, “but there it is. 

Watts believes that Indians in- 
vented some of their “legends” to 
keep white men out of the favored 
land, 

The Royal Canadian police con- 
firmed that 13 prospectors who 
entered the mysterious, swampy 
valley have never been found, 
Watts said. 


Watts and his companions, who 
were On a summer exploration 
trip, ran low on food and lived 
more than two weeks on squirrels 
and the meat and the few fish 
they could catch. They finally 
reached a trapper’s outpost and 
eventually got back here, a month 
after his high school had opened.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 — All 
federal price controls on livestock 
and meat are off today by order of 
President Truman, who told a ra- 
dio audience last night that, as a 
consequence, the removal of wage 


| controls would be accelerated. 


The President announced also 
that he had directed al agencies 
of Government to co-operate with 
Price Administrator Paul Porter 
and Secretary of Agriculture An- 
derson in speeding the relaxation 
of control of many other unspeci- 
fied items. 

Porter drafted an order today 
lifting .price controls from live- 
stock, meat and other livestock 
products and Anderson promptly 
approved it. 

Arval Erikson, OPA director of 
meat enforcement, said the entire 
Slaughter control program had 
been ended by Truman. 

Truman acknowledged that the 
decontrol of prices and wages 
probably would mean an increase 
in the cost of living and pleaded 
for “restraint and common sense” 
to avoid inflation and to achieve 
adequate production. 

The “real blame” for the meat 
shortage, which the President 
hoped to end by his desperate or 
der, “lies at the door of the reck- 
less group of selfish men who, in 
the hope of gaining political ad- 
vantage, have encouraged sellers 
to gamble on the destruction of 
price control,” he said. 

Election Gamble. 

The President, speaking just 
three weeks before the congres- 
sional elections, obviously was 
gambling on the chance that a 
larger meat supply at higher 
wholesale and retail prices would 
benefit the Democrats more than 
a determined stand to hold the 
line of his stabilization program. 

He emphasized only a few pas- 
sages in his reading of the speech, 
One was where he recalled that 
representatives of livestock and 
meat industry had definitely prom- 
ised that the lifting of controls 
would bring to the market the 
meat which our people want, at 
reasonable prices, 

“The American people,” he said 
slowly, “will know where the re- 
sponsibility rests if profiteering on 
meat raises prices so high that the 
average American cannot buy it.” 

It was one of the strangest 
presidential speeches in recent his- 
tory. The chief executive bitterly 
denounced the industrial and po- 
litical forces which he said had 
caused the meat shortage. He out- 
lined many of the proposals of- 
fered to remedy the situation, 
such as a price-control holiday 
which he said would be “politically 
expedient”; higher livestock prices, 
imports and seizure of packing 
houses and even of cattle on the 
farms. These and other recom- 
mendations, he said, were care- 
fully considered and _ rejected, 
Then he announced his surrender. 

“Only One Remedy Left.” 

“There is only one remedy left,” 
he said slowly, lowering his voice 
for emphasis, “that is to lift con- 
trols on meat. Accordingly, the 
Secretary of Agriculture and the 
Price Administrator are removing 
all controls on livestock, and food 
and feed products therefrom—to- 
morrow.” 

The order may give the Demo- 
crats some political advantages, 
particularly in the cattle country, 
whose representatives have strong- 
ly opposed importations of meat, 
particularly from Argentina. Meat 
may be available for the family 
table by Nov. 5, but whether the 
low-income workers will be satis- 
fied with the prospective higher 
prices is another question, 

To alleviate danger of a future 
shortage in meat, Truman said, 
the Mexican border “may be 
opened at once” to importation of 
cattle on the hoof. Such cattle, 
Truman said, probably would be 
fattened in the United States as 
replacements for domestic beef. 
Wage Demands Probably Next. 
The President conceded that 
higher meat prices probably would 
lead to demands for higher wages 
when he said:

Meat Shortage Laid to ‘Few Men | 


In Congress Who in Service of 
Selfish Interests’ Fought OPA 


President Says His Action Does Not Mean 
End of Controls Now—‘Some Items, Like 
Rent, Will Have to Be Controlled for a 
Long Time to Come.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP) 


OLLOWING Is the text of President Truman's radio address 
last night announcing the lifting of controls on meat: 


My fellow countrymen: 

I wish to report to you this eve- 
ning on a subject which I am sure 
Jhas concerned you as much as it 


has me—the meat shortage and 
our general stabilization program. 

I recognize the hardship that 
many of you have undergone be 
cause of the lack of meat. 

I sympathize with the millions 
of housewives who have been 
hard-pressed to provide nourishing 
meals for their families. I sympa- 
thize particularly with our thou- 
sands of veterans and other pa- 
_tients in hospitals throughout the 
country. 

I know that our children, as well 
as those persons engaged in man- 
ual labor, need meat in their diet. 

Many workers have been thrown 
out of work by the meat shortage. 
The by-products that result from 
the lawful slaughter of livestock 
are sorely needed. We depend up 
on these by-products for insulin 
and other necessary medicines. We 
depend upon them also for hides; 
and already some of our shoe fac- 
tories are closing and workers are 
being laid off for lack of leather. 

Many of us have asked the same 
questions: Why should there be a 
meat shortage when there are 
millions of cattle and hogs on the 
ranges and farms and in feed lots 
in this country? Who are the per- 
sons responsible for this serious 
condition? Why doesn’t the gov- 
ernment do something about it? 
Puts Blame on Congress Group. 

I assure you that those ques- 
tions have been the concern of 
your Government for many weeks. 
The real story is a simple one. 

The responsibility rests 
squarely on a few men in the 

Congress who, in the service of 

selfish interests, have been de- 

termined for some time to wreck 
price controls no matter what 
the cost might be to our people. 

The old price control act was 
due to expire on June 30, 1946. As 
long ago as nine months before 

expired I urged the Congress 

extend it right away in order 
to protect our people and pre- 
vent ruinous inflation, Four times 
more in the spring of 1946, I 
urged the Congress to act prompt- 
ly. Each time the Congress failed, 
and it continued to delay taking 
action until the very day the act 
expired. Then, at the eleventh 
hour, the Congress passed' a bill 
which I could not sign—mainly 
because of the Taft and Wherry 
profiteering amendments. In the 
interest of the people—to prevent 
legalized run-away inflation — I 
had to veto that bill. 

Price control therefore expired 
‘on June 30. For weeks we were 
left with no controls while the 
game few men in the Congress 
again debated how they could do 
p-service to an anti-inflation pro- 
gram and still scuttle price con- 
trols—how they could Ss a 50- 
called price control law and, at 
tthe same time, take care of the 
@pecial interests they wanted to 
enrich. Prices naturally soared 
Wuring all this delay.

—_ finally passed a bill which 

ecame law on July 25. Even in 
this second bill, the same Congres- 
gional group stripped the OPA of 
the power necessary for effective 

rice control. I signed this bill 
use it was perfectly clear that 
the Congress would do no better. 
- In this second bill—and this is 
wery important—the Congress di- 
ected the removal of price con- 
4rols on meat, and provided that 
they could not be restored before 
Aug. 20. 

On Aug. 20, the price decontrol 
board, after a hearing showing 
the necessity for price ceilings, 
restored controls on meat. But 
almost two months had gone by, 
during which time meat had -re- 
mained free from all price regu- 
lation. This lag of two months 
' ‘wag the direct result of the fail- 
ure of the Congress to pass a 
proper price control bill in due 
time, as I had so often urged. 

During this period, selfish men 
rushed unfattened cattle to the 
slaughter houses in order to get 
in under the wire and make high 
profits. That inevitably caused a 
shortage later. If price control 
: had been enacted by the Congress 
' in time—if this lag of two months 

not occurred—this wasteful 
Slaughter of unfattened cattle 
would not have taken place. 

Holding by Business Men. 

When I signed this second OPA 
bill which the Congress had 
passed, I stated that I did so 
with reluctance. I said further 
that it fell far short of what I 
had hoped for, but that a whole- 
hearted effort would be made to 
make the law work. 

I have made that effort. I 


however, the very forces re- 
sponsible for the weakening of

The American people will not 
condone the conduct of those 
who, in order further to fatten 
their profits, are endangering 
the health of our people by 
holding back vital foods which 
are now ready for market and 
for which the American people 
are clamoring. 


The real blaine, however, lies 
at the door of the reckless group 
of selfish men who, in the hope 
of gaining political advantage, 
have encouraged sellers to 
gamble on the destruction of 
price control. 

This group, today as in the 
past, is thinking in terms of 
millions of dollars instead of 
millions of people, This same 
group has opposed every effort 
of this Administration to raise 
the standard of living and in- 
crease the opportunity for the 
common man. This same group 
hated Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and fought everything he stood 
for. This same group did its 
best to discredit his efforts to 
achieve a better life for our 
people, 

There are reports of wide- 
spread disregard and violations of 
the price-control law. Experience 
shows that this leads to a tenden- 
cy to disregard the sanctity of 
other laws of our country. I need 
not point out the danger of such 
a public attitude. 


Other Moves He Considered. 


During these last weeks I have 
considered many proposed reme- 
dies in an effort to find the proper 
solution of this meat problem. 
Many suggestions have come to 
me from responsible officials in 
government and also from many 
citizens in all parts of the coun- 
try, I have considered them all. 
I have discussed them with my 
cabinet, with experts in the field, 
and with many others who are 
qualified to advise with respect to 
them. 

It has been suggested, for ex- 
ample, that a price control holiday 
be declared for a limited period. 
This would be politically expedi- 
ent because it would bring ani- 
mals to market in large quantities 
for a short period. But, in the 
long run, it would be bad for our 
country because a famine in meat 
would surely follow the temporary 
feast. We saw that happen as a 
result of the two months’ holiday 
this summer. I declined to accept 
that remedy. 

Another remedy proposed was to 
order a further price increase on 
livestock. This would be ineffec- 
tive because the livestock would 
still be held back in the expecta- 
tion of the lifting of controls and 
even higher prices. 

Seizure Proposals Discarded. 

Another remedy suggested by 
many people was to have the gov- 
ernment seize the packing houses. 
This offered no real solution, how- 
ever, because the seizing of empty 
packing plants would avail us 
nothing without the livestock. 

Some have even suggested that 
the government go out onto the 
farms and ranges and seize the 
cattle for slaughter. This would 
indeed be a drastic remedy. But 
we gave it long and serious con- 
sideration. We decided against the 
use of this extreme war-time 
emergency power of government. 
It would be wholly impracticable 
because the cattle are spread 
throughout all parts of the coun- 
try 


It has also been suggested that 
we import dressed meat from 
other countries. This would do 
little good, however, because the 
amount of exportable dressed 
meat, not already contracted for, 
which could be brought to this 
country is very small in compari- 
son with our demands. Anyway, 
we would not think of asking for 
this meager supply for ourselves, 
because the people of other coun- 
tries must have it in order to 
exist. The figures show, for ex- 
ample, that during this year the 
people of England and France 
will consume, per person, only a 
fraction of the meat we consume. 


So all these and other proposals 
and recommendations as alterna- 
tives to the removal of controls 
on meat were carefully weighed 
and considered. They all had to 
be rejected. 

There is only one remedy left 
—that is to lift controls on meat. 
Accordingly, the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture and the price adminis- 
trator are removing all price con- 
trols on livestock, and food and 
feed products therefrom — to- 
morrow. 

In a further effort to increase 
the immediate flow of beef to 
market, I caused an investiga- 
tion to be made of the possibility 
of lifting quickly the present 
quarantine against. cattle from 
Mexico, The Secretary of Agri- 
culture reports that his investi- 
gation of cattle health conditions 
was completed Saturday, and 
that it indicates that the Mex- 
ican border may be opened at 
once. When that happens, a sub- 
stantial number of cattle from 
Mexico will come into this coun- 
try. Most of them will be thin, 
but they can be sent into the 
feed lots to replace the domestic 
cattle which have been suffi- 
ciently fattened to be shipped to 
the slaughter houses, 

For many months representa- 
tives of the livestock and meat in- 
dustry have insistently demanded 
the lifting of controls from their 
products. They have made the

Other 
items, consisting of certain basic 
materials and othér commodities 
of which there is now a grave 
shortage, will have to remain 
under control until production of 
them has been greatly increased. 


Wage-Price Relationship. 


We all recognize the close re- 
lationship between wages and 
prices. If either one rises too 
high, the other is certain to be 
affected. Price control and wage 
control are largely dependent 
upon each other. As we speed 
up the removal of price controls, 
the removal of wage controls 
will also be accelerated, In this 
way we shall move steadily—and 
as quickly as we safely can— 
toward a free economy and free 
collective bargaining.

The improvement in 
production has been steady and 
in numerous instances spectacu- 
lar. As the shortages continue to 
disappear, the inflationary pres- 
sures will ease and the need for 
government controls will pass. No 
one is more anxious to get rid of 
these controls than I am. But be- 
fore we get rid of them we must 
be sure that the American people 
as a whole—not some special in- 
terest—will be benefited.

Some Papers Call Move 


Admission of Failure, 
Others Cite Political 
Pressure.

Many newspaper editors saw in 
President Truman's action lifting 
meat control an “admission of 
the failure of the whole control 
philosophy” while others charac- 
terized it as a move motivated by 
pressure” and a con- 
sciousness of its “political advan- 
tage to the Administration.” ™ 

“Bravely, and somewhat unex= 
pectedly, President Truman en- 
tered a plea of political bank- 
ruptcy,” said the New York Her- 
ald Tribune. “Whatever he might 
have done would have amounted 
to much the same thing. To cling 
to meat price controls would have 
been to nail his flag to a sinking 
ship. To abandon them is a con- 


fession that the ship was badly 
designed ... and certain to sink 
in any event.” 


The Boston Herald said the 
President acted “only when com- 
pelled by the pleadings of his 
frantic henchmen, who saw votes 
leaving the Democratic side of the 
ballot by the carload.” 

The Syracuse (N. Y.) Post 
Standard said, “President Truman 
has bowed to the inevitable and 
to the frightened pleas of Demo- 
cratic candidates.” 

In abandoning meat control, the 
Rochester (N, Y.) Democrat and 
Chronicle said, the President “ad- 
mitted the failure of the whole 
control philosophy. 

“He has seen the light,” was 
the comment of the Boise Idaho 
Statesman, 

To the Nashville Tennessean 
the President’s move “was a rec- 
ognition that the fight to hold 
down inflation by controlling 
prices and wages was lost last 
spring. When the old OPA law 
died last June... the possibility 
of successful price control was 
dead. Mr. Truman’s move is an 
immediate boon to the meat in- 
dustry and the farmers of the 
nation. They need not think, how- 
ever, that their advantage will be 
long-lived.” 

“In the situation that has been 
allowed by the Administration to 
develop,” observed the Providence 
Journal-Bulletin, “the President 
naturally could find no satisfac- 
tory alternative to the taking of 
this sensible economic step in the 
present circumstances.” 

The Baltimore Sun asserted the 
President’s “decision to remove all 
price controls from meat and 
meat products is the decision of 
a man on the horns of a painful 
dilemma not entirely of his own 
making. In the circumstances, it 
is a justifiable decision.” 

“Stockmen and packers have in- 
sisted that. price controls' were re- 
sponsible for the meat famine,” 
said the Memphis Commercial Ap- 
peal. “President Truman’s decon- 
trol order puts it up to them to 
prove they were right.” 

The newspaper PM said, “The 
economic consequences cf the 
President’s policy are bound to be 
disastrous. Not only does he call 
for meat decontrol, ‘‘ut also for 
decontrols all down the line at an 
accelerated pace. This is an invi- 
tation to chaos ... and once prices 
zoom up, the only recourse of the 
trade unions will be to demand 
higher wages or else resort to 
strikes.

INDUSTRY SAYS 
REIURN OF MEAT 
WILL BE GRADUAL 


Prices Expected to Exceed 
OPA Levels at First, 
With Slow Reduction 


Following. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 15 (AP)—The 
meat industry acclaimed immedi- 
ate removal of price controls from 
meat and livestock last night and 
spokesmen predicted a gradual re- 
turn of meat to the nation’s din- 
ner tables. 

Some said meat prices immedi- 
ately would be higher than OPA 
retail ceilings, but that they grad- 
ually would become lower. 

The American Meat Institute is- 
sued a statement which said: 

“Removal of OPA control will 
not mean much more meat for 
consumers in the immediate fu- 
ture. However, the livestock and 
meat industry now can go to work 
to provide meat just as quickly as 
possible. But the severe damage 
done, and the chaos which has 
been created in, the industry can- 
not be repaired overnight. 


Four Items Listed. 


“There is much more to supply- 
ing meat than having a lively de- 
sire to do so. Consumers are en- 
titled to facts. They are: 

“(1) The distribution pipelines 
are completely empty, and it 
takes time to fill them. 

“(2) Meat stocks are at a record 
low—being less than half of what 
they seasonally should be—be- 
cause relatively little livestock 
has been coming to market under 
OPA controls. 

“(3) The national over-all meat 
scarcity is even more acute now 
than it was preceding control in 
July, therefore, a longer period 
will be required now than was 
necessary then to get meat back 
in satisfactory quantity to norma] 
distribution, ; 

“(4) Livestock growers are not 
in a position immediately to send 
a continuously large quantity of 
animals to market, although an 
early spurt is expected.” , 

May Take Till Mid-Winter. 

The National Livestock Produc- 
ers’ Association estimated through 
a spokesman that it might take 
until mid-winter to restore ample 
supplies at “normal” prices. 

P. O. Wilson, Chicago, executive 
secretary of the association, told 
a reporter: 

“It must be expected that there 
will be erratic and fluctuating 
markets with higher prices, but 
this will pass—probably by mid- 
winter—as supplies increase. Now

Comment on End of Meat Controls 
Splits on Party Lines in Congress 


Both Sides Approve—Republicans Term Ac- 
tion Confession of Failure; Democrats 
Assail Bloc Aiding Selfish Interests. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
Lifting of meat controls brought 
a general chorus of approval last 
night, but the nature of congres- 
sional comment split largely along 
party lines, 


Republicans called President 
Truman’s action a “confession of 
failure” and “locking the barn 
after the horse has been taken to 
the butcher shop.” 


Democrats stressed the Presi- 
dent’s declaration that responsi- 
bility for the situation lies with 
those in Congress “in the service 
of selfish interests.” 


Along that line, Senator Lucas 
(Dem.), Dllinois, told a reporter, 
“I saw throughout the war repeat- 
ed efforts to wreck price controls 
by those with selfish interests. 
That was particularly true of the 
cattle barons.” 


Expressing hope that inflation 
and a bfeakdown of the whole 
stabilization program can  0be 
avoided, Lucas added: “It is up to 
the American people to see that 
that doesn’t happen.” 


Senator Brewster (Rep.), Maine, 
commented, “It is better late than 
never. I think it has been con- 
clusively demonstrated that the 
American people are ready for this 
step.” 

“Courageous,” Briggs Says. 

Senator Briggs (Dem.), Missouri, 
said the “President took a cou- 
rageous stand to solve a vexing 
problem.” In his campaign for 
return to the Senate, Briggs said 
he has traveled through most of 
Missouri and feels that the Presi- 
dent’s action “expresses the will of 
70 per cent of the state.” 


Enos A, Axtell, Truman-indorsed 
Democratic candidate for Con- 
gressman from Missouri’s Fifth 
District, said, “I am, of course, be- 
hind the President 100 per cent 
in any step he takes for the good 
of the nation. I have always felt 
that controls should be lifted on 
any product as soon as. supply 
catches up with demand. From my 
talks with livestock producers and 
processors, it is my conviction 
that decontrol is the only real an- 
swer to the meat shortage.” 


Representative Curtis (Rep.), 
Nebraska; said, “The action is a 
confession of failure by the Dem- 
ocrats of their planned economy.” 


Representative Harris (Dem.), 
Arkansas, remarked the “controls 
on meat have been a complete 
failure since they were —reim- 
posed” and “I don’t see that the 
President could have taken any 
other course.”

Harold E. Stassen, a prospective 
eandidate for the Republicun nom- 
ination for President in 1948, ap- 
proved last night the removal of 
all controls on meat but called for 
a limitation on the amount of 
meat available to hetels and res- 
taurants, and a provision against 
hoarding. ° 

Stassen, a former ‘Jovernor of 
Minnesota, spoke before an over- 
flow crowd at a Republican rally 
at Alhambra Grotto, 2626 “outh 
Grand boulevard, opening the par- 
ty’s local campaign. In keeping 
with the tenor of the evening, 
most of the speech was frankly 
political, éalculated .o win votes 
in the Nov. 5 election. 

“tT hope the President «<oesn’t 
just go from one extreme to the 
other,” Stassen said in an interpo- 
lation after he had been informed 
that President Truman had an- 
nounced removal of controls on 
' meat. “We must try to channel 
the maximum supplies in the di- 
rection of those who need it most, 
the working men.” 
| The crowd of about 1200 persons, 

several hundred of whom were 
standing along the sides and at 
the back of the bunting-decked 
hall, cheered loudly when Stassen 
urged the removal! of all meat con- 


For Two Meatless Days. 

Other points on Stassen’s meat 

not all of which were 
received with equal enthusiasm, 
included establishment of two 
mandatory meatless days each 
k for public eating places, en- 
forced by local governments; vol- 
untary co-operation of the people 
as a whole in observing the same 
two meatless days each week; no 
meat at large banquets, and a pro- 
hibition against stocking of more 
than a 30-day supply of meat by 
any user and a five-year average 
inventory by any slaughterer. 

He predicted that, if that pro 
gram were put in effect, there 
would be a temporary flurry and 
of aneat prices, followed by 
an orderly flow to market. “I am 
confident that in four months’ 
time there would be ample meat 
in every local meat market at 
prices equal to or lower than OPA 
ceilings,” he said. 

To solve the economic problems 
of the United States, Stassen ad- 
vocated a mean course between 
those who would continue controls 
at full strength and those who 
would abolish all restrictions. He 
recommended shifting of the au- 
thority for controis from the na- 
tional to local governments, enlist- 
ing the aid of a a degree of 
voluntary co-operation. 

“We need to apply the funda- 
mental principles of America to 
our immediate problems,” he said, 
“We must establish controls that 
can be policed by the people them- 
selves, the kind of rules that fit 
the American system. We must 
recognize that the wartime basis 
for rationing—the consent of the 
people—has ended.” 

Stassen denied President Tru- 
man’s contention that some Con- 
gressmen have encouraged busi- 
ness men to gamble on the re- 
moval of price controls, asserting 
that refusal of some persons to 
sell their goods was a “perfectly 
natural development.” 

Gesticulating to emphasize his 
points, Stassen, whd was dressed 
in a dark blue business suit, 
termed increased production the 
key to the solution of America’s 
economic problems.

MONSANTO PLANT 
STRIKE SETTLED 
AFTER 4 MONTHS 


Queeny Division Workers 
Vote to Accept Agree- 
ment Reached Last 
Week. 


Workers at the Queeny plant of 
the Monsanto, Chemical Co., 1700 
South Second street, returned to 
work today following approval last 
night of a settlement of a 4 
month-old strike between-the com- 
pany and the AFL Chemical 
Workers Union, Local 16. 

About 1200 production employes, 
members of Local 12 at the com- 
pany’s Monsanto (Ill.) plant, will 
vote on similar proposals tonight 
at Croation Hall, 1300 North Ninth 
street, East St. Louis. The settle- 
ment also was approved last night 
by about 800 workers in the com- 
pany’s Everett (Mass.) plant. 

At a stormy meeting last night 
at Gambrinus Hall, 3631 Salena 
street, 800 of the Queeny plant’s 
1466 workers voted to accept an 


agreement reached by company 
and union representatives which 
was announced late Saturday 
night. 

The new contract calls for a 
wage increase of 8 cents an hour, 
regular pay for six specified holi- 
days a year when those holidays 
are not worked; double pay for 
holiday work; Maintenance of 
union membership as of last June 
12 without an escape clause, and 
recommendations by the company 
to each new employe that he be- 
come a member of the union. 

In addition, the company agreed 
to a union request for company 
check-off of dues, fines and assess- 
ments, and to continue negotia- 
tions for a closed shop. 

Also included among the terms 
of settlement was an agreement 
to withdraw all iltigation which 
has been instituted since the 
strike began last June 13. On 
Aug. 10, the company filed suit 
against Local 12 and 100 individ- 
uals to regain $250,000 in damages 
which it contended resulted from 
mass. picketing of. the Monsanto 
plant. In retaliation, the union 
filed suit two weeks ago for 
$1,000,000 which, the suit asserted / 
represented the loss in wages and 
$300,000 damages. 

The strike is estimated to have 
resulted in wage losses to workers 
amounting to more than $1,800,000 
and $12,000,000 in gross sales to 
the firm. 

At the beginning of the meeting, 
a majority of members appeared 
to favor rejection of the com- 
pany’s proposals. Speakers cited 
increases in living costs, and 
others urged insistence on the 
closed shop demand. Sentiment 
was changed, however, by Gratz’s 
report, to the effect that the 
negotiating cdémmittee had ob- 
tained all possible concesgions 
from the management. A motion 
to reject the company’s proposals 
and continue the strike was de- 
feated by a small margin on a 
voice vote, 

Gratz said the settlement was 
brought about, after 65 meetings 
between company and union rep- 
resentatives, through the efforts 
of the Rev. Leo C. Brown, 8.J., 
of St. Louis University, and 
Arthur Hale and Charles LaValley, 
commissioners of the United 
States Conciliation Service, 

The unign’s demands, when i.e- 
gotiations ‘began last January, 
were for the closed shop, 12-cent- 
an-hour increase, time-and-a-half 
for Sunday work within a 40-hour 
week, and shift bonuses of «0 and 
15 cents respectively for vecond 
and third shifts. The company 
rejected, the closed shop demand, 
and rejected also a later wffer of 
the union to accept a Z0-cent 
hourly advance in viace of the 
closed shop. 

About 1000 employes who have 
been working elsewhere during 
the strike will be permitted to re- 
port for their jobs at Monsanto 
at any time up to Nov. 4, Sratz 
said.

WAGE BOARD INDUSTRY MEN 
WATCHING TRUMAN’S COURSE 


Say They Have Not Withdrawn Resignations 
but Might Be Willing to Stay to 
‘See It Through.’ 


-WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)-~—~ 
A, Colman Barrett, industry mem- 


ber of the wage stabilization 
board, said today that resigning 
employer representatives on the 
board were “waiting to see what 
President Truman means by an 
orderly and accelerated program 
of lifting wage controls.” 

“We have not withdrawn, our 
resignations from the wage 
stabilization board,” Barrett said 
in a statement. “We have not 
heard from the President.” 

He said he did not like to have 
his position described as an offer 
to withdraw his resignation, sub- 
mitted last Wednesday with that 
of Earl N. Cannon, other industry 
member. The President refused 
to accept them immediately. 

Taking note of Truman’s prom- 
ise last night that along with his 
meat decontrol decision he - had 
ordered a speed-up in the lifting 
of other governmental restraints, 
Barrett said: 

“I take it the President recog- 
nizes the ineffectiveness of the 
present administration of wage 
and price controls and is looking 
forward to a quicker liquidation 
of those controls than was origin- 
ally intended. 

“In view of that recognition; I 
believe it is my duty, if asked, to 
see it through. I am perfectly 
willing to stay on, if he wants us 
to carry on. But industry doesn’t 
want perpetual government con- 
trols.” 

Barrett indicated that industry 
members of regional boards across 
the country might be expected to 
follow suit. There have been res- 
ignations in Seattle, San Fran- 
cisco and Dallas. 

(The United Press réported a 
Government official said Truman 
might lift some wage controls this 
week. He doubted, however, that 
all controls would be abandoned. 
He said he expected a Presidential 
announcement in a day or two.) 

Still another possibility is that 
the present setup of two members 
each from industry, labor and the 
public might be replaced with an 
all-public panel. 

Also, even should Barrett and 


Cannon remain on the board, 
there is no guarantee that labor 
eo will not decide to walk 
ou 


The AFL long has favored elim- 
ination of wage controls and some 
of its top leaders want the AFL 
member to withdraw. The CIO 
does not like wage controls, either, 
but it has been less outspoken 
about quitting the board. 


One ranking official emphasized 
privately that the actual liquida- 
tion of the pay curbs will be ac- 
complished “pretty quickly.” He 
added that as more and more 
items are removed from price con- 
trol, the board will have less and 
less to do. Its sole control over 
wages is confined to those indus- 
tries whose output is under OPA 
ceilings, and then only when pay 
boosts are to be used to apply for 
higher prices. 

By his speech last night, Tru- 
man charted the eventual] end of 
the wage controls he had been 
relaxing gradually since Aug. 18, 
1945—four days after V-J day. 


The policy laid down that day 
was meant to restore a measure of 
freedom for workers and employ- 
ers alike after more than three 
years under the War Labor Board. 
That agency’s Little Steel formula 
limited general pay boosts to 15 
per cent of January, 1941, levels. 

Unions immediately sought in- 
creases to make up for feared—or 
actual—loss in take-home pay 
with a shorter work week, 

By Oct. 30, 1945, the rumblings 
of large-scale wage struggles al- 
ready had been heard. The first 
of the big industry-wide strikes 
had occurred in the oil trade. So 
Truman revised his policy a little, 
allowing for cost of living wage 
increases up to 33 per cent above 
January 1941 levels. 

Then after the General Motors, 
steel, meat packing and electrical 
equipment industry strikes came 
the Feb. 14 policy still in effect: 
industry “patterns” for wage 
boosts with authority for the 
board to apply special standards 
if necessary. Approval was needed 
only when price relief is to be 
sought.

FRISCO PACT ON HIRING 
NEGROES DISCLOSE 


Agreed in Letter Not to Em- 
ploy Them in 3 Classifica- 
tions in South. 


An agreement qas signed in 
1928 by the Frisco Railroad and 
the four railroad brotherhoods to 
prevent the employment of 
Negroes as firemen, brakemen or 
switchmen on lines south of 
Memphis, Tenn., a letter intro- 
duced today in a hearing before 
United States District Judge 
Richard M. Duncan asserted. 

The hearing is on a suit to en- 
join the railroad from carrying 
out plans to discharge more than 
100 Negro employes, classified as 
porters, who maintain they are 
actually “second class brakemen,” 
performing the same duties as 
white brakemen, with the addi- 
tional duty of cleaning passenger — 
cars. 

The letter mentioning the agree- 
ment was sent to operation man- 
agers at Springfield, Mo. by a 
Frisco vice-president. It cautioned 
the officers to handle the matter 
with discretion and to avoid any 
publicity on the subject. 

Cc. P. King, assistant chief 
operations officer for the Frisco, 
testified yesterday dismissal 
notices were sent to these Negro 
employes last March, after the 
Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men demanded its members be 
given the work of the porters. 
The union does not admit Negroes 
to its membership. 

King identified correspondence 
with C. O. Carnahan, general 
chairman of the Frisco division of 
the trainmen’s brotherhood, in 
which demand was made that the 
traing be manned by all-white 
crews. He asserted the union noti- 
fied the railroad last December 
of its intention to hold a strike 
vote over this and other matters. 

Postponement of the strike vote 
was obtained, he continued, and 
the railroad entered into gn agree- 
ment with the trainmen to replace 
the porters with white union mem- 
bers. King said the railfoad, fear- 
ing a strike, had acceded to the 
union’s demands, and in March 
sent dismissal notices td the Ne- 
gro employes. The discharges were 
blocked by a temporary restrain- 
ing order,

Bullet Fired Into Trans- 
former Cuts Supply of 
Electricity — Rotating 
Blackouts. 


PITTSBURGH, Oct. 15 (AP)—A 
rifle bullet fired into a 66,000-volt 
transformer today crippled electri- 
cal service to the strike-weary 
Pittsburgh area.

range lands,” Anderson’ said. 
“Otherwise, the grazing land will 
be depleted and future production 
impaired. Moreover, severe hard- 
ship for range cattle producers 
could result in the event of only 
moderately unfavorable weather. 

“At present the number of beef 
cattle on farms and ranges is 
dangerously high, and this condi- 
tion will beeeme worse unless lib- 
era) marketings for slaughter are 
resumed without delay. ig could 
not happen when there was con- 
stant agitation for the removal) 
of price ceilings and when an- 
nouncement Was made that a de- 


meat shortage rests squarely on a 
few men in Congress who, in the

AS IT WINDS UP

SHANGHAI GENDARME CHIEF

SOAR; HOGS $13.80 
ABOVE OPA CEILING

stock markets over the nation. 
Hogs were $8.75 above ceiling at 
Chicago; $10 to $12 above ceiling 
at Omaha, Nebr., and about $13.75 
above ceiling at Indianapolis, Ind. 

At Kansas City hogs were sell 
ing at $11.55 above the ceiling 
price. At Sf. Paul, Minn., hog 
prices were about $10 above ceil- 
ing. At all markets, supplies were 
short. 

Cattle supplies also were short, 
and although prices soared, in- 
creases were less than in the case 
of hogs, At National Stockyards 
steers were selling about $5 above 
the old ceiling price of $20.15 a 
hundredweight. Veal registered a 
price rise of about $2. Sheep and 
lambs were about $3 above yester- 
day's market, reaching a record 
high of $23 a hundredweight. 

nly 3000 cattle were received 
at National Stockyards today, 
compared to 4994 a week ago and 
6855 a year ago. Calf receipts were 
1800, compared to 2189 and 2050, 
and sheep 5000, compared to 3041 
and 3797.

Office of Price Administration 
officials in St. Louis today with- 
drew their watch over the 5,000,- 
000 pounds of meat in storage 
here, principally held by restau- 
rants, hotels and retail stores. 
Movement of this meat to con- 
sumers—at higher prices—was an- 
ticipated. 

Although stored meat has been 
promised to some grocers by to- 
morrow, newly killed meat will not 
begin to reach retail outlets be- 
fore the end of the week. Source 
of increased supplies, packers said, 
will be first from feeders who 
have purchased nearly 75 per cent 
of the beef animals at National 
Stockyards since the resumption 
of controls. These men, it was 
said, gambled—and won-—on de- 
control coming relatively soon, 

The wholesale fowl market in 
St. Loulg dropped an average of 
about 2 cents a pound today, in 
anticipation of increased supplies 
of beef and pork. The downward 
turn was notable in chickens, 
geese and turkeys.

George F. Zook, chairman of 
the group of 10 leading American 
educators, said “iron curtains” 
divide the four zones of Germany 
and the German people are being 
taught four different brands of 
so-called democracy, 

Zook reported that lack of 
economic unity among the four 
occupation zones has prevented 
establishment of’a German econ- 
omy “in which the democratic 
spirit can develop and democratic 
institutions be established.” 

“Nowhere in the world has it 
been possible to erect the struc- 
ture of successful democratic self- 
government upon starvation and 
economic chaos,” Zook said. 


The United States mission asked |. 


by the State and War Depart- 
ments to see how the Potsdam 
agreement to re-educate the Ger- 
man people was being carried out 
in the United States zone. It 
spent a month*in Germany this 
summer and submitted its report 
to the United States military gov- 
ernment in Berlin on Aug. 21. 

The report, made public today 
by the State Department, recom- 
mended “probationary” rehiring of 
many teachers removed for Nazi 
affiliations to meet aé_ critical 
teacher shortage, elimination of the 
caste system’ in German schools 
and efforts toward a gradual les- 
sening of the authoritarian influ- 
ence of the German home. 

It approved in general the edu- 
cational policies of the American 
Military Government in Germany, 
particularly the policy of turning 
control of education back to Ger- 
man authorities but with a final 
veto retained. 

Zook, who is president of the 
American Council on Education, 
told reporters there is no co-ordi- 
nation of educational policies in 
the four zones of Germany. 


German Papers Forbidden to Crit- 
icize Potsdam Decisions. 
‘BERLIN, Oct. 15 (AP)—German 
newspapers and politicians in all 


| four zones of occupation are for- 


bidden to criticize the decisions 
of Potsdam and any future con- 
ferences of the Allied powers on 
Germany, in a new directive pub- 
lished yesterday by the Allied con- 
tro] authority. 

The new code also prohibits 
spreading of nationalistic and pan- 
Germanic ideas and the dissemi- 
nation of rumors aimed at disrupt- 
ing unity among the occupying 
powers. 

Within the bounds of military 
security, the new directive permits 
the German press and politicians 
the following liberties: 

“Free discussion of German po- 
litical problems, comments on the 
policy of the occupying powers in 
Germany and publication of fac- 
tual information on world events, 
including informative articles 
taken from the foreign press.”

CARDS WIN WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP 


Fans Wildly Delirious 
As Home Team Takes 
Final Series Contest

SPORTSMAN’S PARK, Oct. 15—Before a wildly-delirious capacity 


erowd, the St. Louis Cardinals won the world’s 


this afternoon, defeating the Boston Red Sox in the seventh game of 


the World Series. 


The score was 4 to 3. 

Three times the tenacious Car- 
dinals had come from behind to 
tie the Sox in the series and to- 
day they won the final battle that 
decided the war. Their victory 
brought St. Louis its sixth world’s 
championship. 

To each Cardinal player, victory 
meant a difference of about $1200 
in his share of the million-dollar 
receipts for the series. Cardinal 
players will receive $3736. Red Sox 
players will get $2094. 

In the fifth inning, when the 
Cardinals drove Dave Ferriss 
from the pitcher’s box, and the 
St. Louis team went into the lead, 
bedlam reigned. 

In the eighth inning, the rm 
Sox tied the score, 3 to 3 o~ 
double by Dominic DiMaggio. Di- 
Maggio pulled a muscle ana Jve 
Garagiola, the pride of the Italian 
community on “The Hill” suffered 
a split finger on his right hand 
when hit by a foul tip from the 
bad of Ted Williams, Both Di- 
Maggio and Garagiola were 
cheered as they left the game. 

Then, in their half of the eighth 
inning, the Cardinals again re- 
gained. the lead when Harry 
Walker doubled, scoring Enos 
(Country) Slaughter. Fans went 
wild, 

At 1:15, the band stood and 
played “Take Me Out to the Ball 
Game,” as the groundkeepers took

Race Sead Sued 


For $323,884 in 
Breakage Money 


TRENTON, N.J., Oct. 15 (AP) 
—Bhe state of New Jersey filed 
suit for $323,884 claimed due in 
breakage money from the Garden 
State Racing Association in the 
State Supreme Court yesterday. 
A modification in the chancery 
court order, obtained by the Cam- 
den track to restrain the state 
from collecting the money until 
the constitutionality of a hotly- 
contested bill passed by the 1946 
Legislature was settled, permitted 
the state to bring the matter into 
the Supreme Court. The order 
was modified two weeks ago by 
Vice Chancellor Maja Leon 
Berry. 

Garden State asked for the order 
on the ground that the law dis 
criminates against it by exempt- 
ing the two new tracks in New 
Jersey in Oceanport and Atlantic 
City from the sliding scale for- 
mula under which the Camden 
track begins to pay to the state 
part of the breakage when daily 
average betting reaches $950,000. 
All breakage is surrendered to the 
state when betting reaches $1,250,- 
000 daily. 

Breakage is the commonly used 
term for the odd pennies over 
any multiple of 5 cents calculated 
on the basis of $1, and previously 
kept by the track in paying off 
bets. The ground for retaining 
what is conceded to be the bettor’s 
money is the claim that it would 
be physically impossible to make 
change for the thousands of bets 
placed at the pari-mutuel win- 
ows.

HE column of the Alsop brothers on the Chicago Conference of 
Progressives is such a shocking combination of invidious in- 


misstatement of fact that it reads 


as though it came from the typewriter of John O’Donnell, (Note: 
O'Donnell is a political writer for the New York Daily News.) The 
language is prettier but the technique the same. 


To begin with, the misstate- 


ments of fact: 

Mr. Philip Murray departed from 
the text of his prepared speech to 
make some extemporaneous re- 
marks about American Com- 
munists. According to the column, 
“, stenographic record of the 
speech was made available but 
with these remarks of Mr. Mur- 
ray’s mysteriously missing.” 

This is untrue. Copies of the 
prepared address were available at 
the conference's press room about 
an hour and a half after Mr. Mur- 
ray finished speaking. When these 
copies were made available it was 
made clear to the press that they 
did not include Mr. Murray's ad: | 
ditional remarks because the 
stenographic transcriptions could 
not be prepared for some time. It 
usually takes several days to tran- 
ascribe conference proceedings. 

There was no deliberate attempt 
to withhold these remarks. The 
press was on hand when Mr. Mur- 
ray spoke. The transcription, as 
a matter of fact, did not reach us 
here in New York until Saturday, 


Oct. 5. 
Ickes’s Speech Cited. 

Another misstatement of fact is 
made in connection with Mr. 
Ickes’s speech. The column charges 
that copies of Mr. Ickes’s address 
were not made available because, 
“for some peculiar reason, the 
mimeograph machine had broken 
down.” 

The machine had broken down, 
but there was nothing peculiar in 
that. And, in any case, copies had 
been obtained from Mr. Ickes’s 
own office before the conference 
began, were distributed to the 
press in advance, and additional 
copies made available in the con- 
ference press room. 

The reference to Mr. Morgen- 
thau’s being “confronted” with a 
resolution decrying a United States 
armaments budget of 28 billion dol- 
lars, is another Alsop fable. 

The first draft of the platform 
stated that war expenditures en- 
compassed 13 billion dollars for the 
War and Navy departments alone, 
an additional five billion dollars 
for war liquidation activities and 


ten billion dollars for interest on}. 


the public debt and veterans’ bene- 
fits. Mr. Morgenthau walked up to 
J. Raymond Walsh, who was read- 
ing the draft to the committee, and 
suggested that since only the 13 
billion dollar figure has future sig- 
nificance that figure alone should 
be used. Mr. Walsh repeated the 
suggestion and it was accepted 
without debate. The final version 
was unanimously passed by the 
delegates. 

If, as newspaper men, the 


Alsops had bothered to check the 
facts, they would not have had to| 
rely on the traditional annonymous 


source of “reports received in 
Washington.” Unless, that is, they 
preferred to accept as the gospel 
truth what they wanted to hear. 


Gencral Sense of Column. 

As for the general sense of the 
whole column, it bears, to quote 
one of the Alsop’s own choiee 
phrases, “a curious and slightly 
ominous” resemblance to the logic 
that permeated Elizabeth's Dil- 
ling’s tattered “Red Network.” 


The column establishes the fact 
that Mr. Gromyko, the Soviet rep- 
resentative, disapproves of Mr. 
Baruch’s plan for control of atomic 
energy. It then reminds the 
readers that Mr. Henry , Wallace 
also disapproves the Baruch plan, 
and implies that he has “played 
into Mr. Gromyko’s hands,” but 
it hastens to add, not consciously. 


The next step is to report that 
the Chicago conference “passed a 
resolution which exactly repeated 
the Wallace criticism.” 

The last link in the chain of cir- 
cumstance is the statement that 
“it is therefore significant that 
many of the leading liberals who 
attended the Chicago meeting re- 
turned furious at the Communist 
activities there.” 


Readers’ Deduction. 

A reader not present at Chicago 
would deduce from this jigsaw 
that Mr. Gromyko duped Mr. Wal- 
lace into putting over by remote 
control a Communist plot, the out- 
come of which was passage by a 
clever minority of a resolution con- 
demning the Baruch plan. 


Compare that picture with the 
true facts: Unanimous adoption by 
the conference of.a foreign-policy 
statement that included criticism 
of one aspect of the Baruch plan. 

In contrast with their rumor- 
based story of the conference are 
such eyewitness reports as Miss 
Helen Fuller’s, in “The New Re- 
public” of Oct. 7. The delegates, 
she wrote, “did not dodge issues 
and they did not pick factional 
fights... . Clearly everyone was 
anxious for the unity which the 
meeting represented and put fu- 
ture co-operation among the 
groups there ahead of everything 
else including his own pet ideas. 
. - No pro or anti-Soviet blocs 
formed during the discussion.”

Four Zones in Germany Agree 
On Laws for Punishing Nazis 


Hundreds of Thousands Become Subject to 
Arrest Under Uniform Code Based on 
American Regulations.

BERLIN, Oct. 15 (AP), 


NIFORM laws to punish war crimes and root out Nazism, de- 
creeing death for some offenders, will blanket all Germany under 
a new directive of the Allied Control Council’s Co-ordinating 


Committee. Up to 7,500,000 Germans may ge subject to fines and 
hundreds of thousands to more severe punishment. 


The directive, announced yes- 
terday, sets up a common policy 
for “the punishment of war crim- 
inals, Nazis, militarists” and pro- 
Nazi industrialists; “the complete 
and lasting destruction of Nazism 
and militarism,” and the intern- 
ment or surveillance of Germans 
considered dangerous to Allied 
purposes, 

The military commanders of 
the respective occupation zones— 
American, British, French and 
Russian—who themselves make 
up the control council, are to put 


the directive into effect. 
The regulations follow generally 
the principles of the de-Nazifica- 
tion law effective in the American 
zone since last June. Their pro- 
mulgation was held up till after 
the international military tribunal 
handed down its Nuernberg judg- 
ment. 
Under the directive, the five 
main classes of war criminals and 
potentially dangerous persons, and 
possible sanctions are: 
1. Major offenders—if guilty of 
a war crime, imprisonment for 
from five to 15 years or for life, 
or the death penalty; otherwise, 
imprisonment up to 10 years; other 
possible sanctions include confis- 
cation of property, a bar to office- 
holding and blacklisting from any 
work but common labor, 
2. Offenders (“Nazi activists, 
militarists and profiteers’’)—im- 
prisonment up to 10 years and 
other sanctions. 
3. Lesser offenders — two years’ 
probation or longer and other 
sanctions. 
4. Followers (Nazi party mem- 
bers)—fines, periodical reports to 
police and a bar to office-holding 
without loss of the vote, 

5. Suspects whom a 
finds innocent.

A two-thirds approval was given to 
the British-American plan, but 
Russia’s attitude makes it a pre- 
carious basis on which to predict 
the future of the area, 

Yugoslav Frontier—This was one 
of the few controversial issues on 
which Russia sided with the west- 
ern powers. The Soviets had ac- 
cepted the “French line” in the 
Council of Foreign Minsiters Yugo- 
slavia, however, has threatened 
to refuse to sign the treaty or re- 
move its troops from the area if 
the French line is finally adopted 
by the Big Four. 

Colonies—Postponed a year, but 
debate showed a wide difference 
about their future. 

Reparations— The payment by 
Italy of $100,000,000 to Russia and 
$25,000,000 to Ethiopia was ap- 
proved without objection, but an 
attempt to exclude Albania from 
the bill was defeated on a tie vote. 
The decision to give Greece and 
Yugoslavia each $100,000,000 was 
approved only by the two-thirds 
majority of the western powers. 

Compensation — French-British 
efforts to get 75 per cent compen- 
sation for United Nations property 
damaged -in Italy during the war 
were approved only by a simple 
majority, with the United States 
and Russia joining in opposing the 
figure. 

Ecpnomic Policy—An effort by 
the United States to include a 
guarantee that all nations would 
be given equal trade and com- 
mercial rights in Italy received

U.S, EXPORTS TO FALL SHORT 
OF HOPE, WORLD BODY TOLD 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
The United States will be unable 
to export an expected billion 
pounds of meat this year and may 
have trouble supplying surplus 
wheat, D. A. FitzGerald, secretary 
general of the International 
Emergency Food Council, in- 
formed the representatives of 25 
nations who are members of the 
council last night. The council ‘is 
a voluntary group that has taken 
over the job of trying to prevent 
starvation in war-affected areas 
through a system of allocations 
of available food. 


At the same time FitzGerald, a 
United States citizen, told report- 
ers that the council would take 
a “dim view of any request by 
the United States to share in 
exports of Argentine beef and 
meats. He said available Argen-

CIO Asks Some Questions 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial of Oct. 10, accusing the 
CIO Industrial Union Council of false 
réasoning in rejecting the Mayor's medi- 
ation plan, reveals some very peculiar 
refsoning on the part of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


Take for instance your use of the 
term “public.” What is the public? Does 
it exclude the thousands of CIO and AFL 
members in St. Louis? Is the Post- 
Dispatch a proper spokesman for the 
“public”—being itself a large and profit- 
able business enterprise and employer of 
labor? 

‘Who is closer to the real needs and 
interests of the public—thne Post-Dispatch 
with its record of strikes and lockouts, 
or the representatives of the thousands 
of working people, professionals and 
sforekeepers? 


You deliberately fail to point out that, 

{in rejecting the Mayor's local mediation 
plan, neither the AFL nor CIO rejected 
mediation or conciliation as such. You 
know that the United States Conciliation 
Service is now available and has been 
available to offer its good services to 
settle labor disputes. 
- It is not new to you because the Post- 
Dispatch and other St. Louis papers 
have used such conciliators in the settle- 
ment of their disputes and strikes with 
their employes, just as any other busi- 
ness has, 


Of course, you know that all CIO 
unionsscall upon the United States Con- 
Ciliation Service, and co-operate to the 
utmost in peaceful settlement with such 
“representatives before a strike takes 
place. If you have criticism of the United 
States Conciliation Service, bring it out 
in the open and cease hiding behind your 
patent medicine “Toledo plan” of set- 
ting up another Kaufmann committee to 
debate what is to be done. 


If you really have any interest in the 
peaceful settlement of labor-management 
disputes, why not do some crusading for 
enough federal funds for the National 
Labor Relations Board efficiently to do 
fits job. The Post-Dispatch well knows 
that appropriations for that agency have 
been so reduced by labor- and public-hat- 
ing Congressmen that the agency staff 
is completely inadequate and even La- 
bor Board elections are delayed for 
months. 

Charges of discrimination and firings 
for union activity now may well take 
years to process. Where is the Post- 
Dispatch on this issue? Why not con- 
centrate your fire on something worth- 
while and help prevent the strikes that 
Labor Board delays make inevitable? Of 
course, this would not aid in establish- 
fing more Kaufmann committees, but * 
would serve to build better labor-man 
agement relations.

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Murky Crystal Ball 


With Mr. Truman’s speech of last night, the 
country moves from a controlled wartime econ- 
omy into an unregulated economy. The release 
of price controls on meat and livestock will be 
followed by a gradual abandonment of all price 
controls, rents possibly excepted, and also by 
the removal of wage controls. 

This change comes at a time when inflation- 
ary pressures are being felt everywhere, when 
uncontrolled prices have been soaring, when 
black markets are flourishing and when the 
whole economy is in a condition of confusion. 
It is not an ordered and orderly transition but 
a helter-skelter one. It is complicated by strong 
political considerations as the congressional 
campaign goes into the stretch. 

No one can contemplate the picture with con- 
fidence, and all attempts to make political capi- 
tal of the President's decision may boomerang 
dangerously. If Mr. Truman can be charged 
with yielding weakly to a clamor for meat, it is 
also true that he fought hard for a continuation 
of .the wartime price control system, only to 
lose in Congress. 

Five times the President urged Congress to re- 
enact the price control before its expiration on 
last June 30, but Congress let the act expire 
and then passed a weak substitute which he’ve- 
toed. The dominant figures in the formulation 
of the weak substitute were Republican Senators 
Taft and Wherry. 

The present law was signed by the President 
with reluctance. His misgivings have been jus- 
tified. It has not worked. A complicated sys- 
tem of administration, set up under the new law, 
made of price control a thing of shreds and 
patches. 

With reason Republicans will argue that the 
riddling of price controls is a natural sequel to 
the Administration’s relaxation of wage controls. 
They will argue that, with the killing of the War 
Labor Board last year, the Administration gave 
the green light for wage increases; that, there- 
fore, it was inevitable that price increases should 
follow. The GOP will argue further, and again 
with reason, that when the President by-passed 
the Wage Stabilization Board in the maritime 
strike, he lifted the lid which now is being blown 
completely off. 

Yes, there is blame enough to go around and 
there is color enough for charges and counter- 
charges of stupidity and greed. But the situa- 
tion now is so serious that vituperation can only 
add heat, rather than light, to the condition that 
confronts the country. 

Aside from stupidity and greed, the battle over 
price control represents a basic conflict in which 
the majority on both sides has been sincere. 
One school of thought, fearful of an unrestrained 
economy. and recalling the inflation following 
the past war, has championed the continuation 
of controls until the country is clearly and safe- 
ly through the critical war and post-war periods. 
The other has insisted that controls are alien to 
the genius of American business and industry 
and have the effect of retarding recovery. 

The outcome we are witnessing is no clear- 
cut test of either idea. Long ago, the control 
dike, both as to wages and prices, began to leak. 
For many months, and especially since the 
“bulge” of last spring, we have had an econ- 
omy half-controlled and half-free. And now, as 
the freeing process is accelerated, it will have to 
surmount the blunders and dislocations of the 
past. 

Will we have inflation? We already have it to 
a dangerous degree. Will it be a runaway af- 
fair? No one knows. For months, however, or- 
ganizations like the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers and the old farm bloc have been as- 
suring the country that the way to recovery is 
to give private enterprise its head. 

If this were done, we were told, there might 
be a burst of higher prices, but the play of 
“natural” economic forces, such as supply and 
demand, would soon have a stabilizing effect. 
Meantime, we were also told, the release of con- 
trols would give an impetus to production that 
would flood the freight cars, warehouses and 
store shelves. This production, if it material- 
izes, will indeed operate to check inflation. | 

Mr. Truman has taken the gamble urged upon 
him by the free enterprise school. It looks as 
though we will witness, in the immediate fu- 
ture, a period in which speculative greed will 
have a field day. This may Be slowed down by 
the refusal of the American people to pay in- 
ordinate prices. But no one can surely say just 
what the country is in for. We all are gazing 
into a murky crystal ball. 
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Why, Henry! 

At the very moment that the press was an- 
nouncing Henry Wallace’s acceptance of the 
editorship of the New Republic, the mails were 
carrying to all parts of the country an invitation 
from the New Republic’s competitor, the Nation, 
to prospective subscribers. Under the heading 
“Why They Read the Nation,” the invitation 
presented this all-out indorsement: 

The Nation has become indispensable to 
everyone who wishes to keep in touch with 


progressive political thought. 
—Henry Wallace. 


In other words, the new editor of the New 
Republic is in finest form and off to an instan- 
taneous start! 
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Good Point About County Gas 

Charles S. Mott’s acquisition of St. Louis 
County Gas Co., the City of St. Louis contends 
before the SEC, would run contrary to the in- 
tent of the Holding Company Act. The argu- 
ment is ingenious, for County Gas is for sale in 
consequence of that same law. It also has sub- 
stance. 

County Gas is marked for divorce from Union 
Electric because the two are, or should be, active 
competitors. If Mr. Mott gains possession, 
County Gas will be allied with County Water. 
Water, to be sure, is not competitive with gas. 
But if Mr. Mott enters the gas business, his 
holdings will begin to resemble the utility em- 
pires which are in course of dissolution under 
the law. He already owns a number of water 
systems. As conservator of public policy, the 
SEC may well frown on such an operator's ef- 
forts to enter new fields. 

If the choice were between Mr. Mott and an 
outsider, his good record and the economy of 
integrating business operations of the gas and 
water companies might well override the anom- 
aly under the Holding Company Act. Laclede 


Gas Light Co., however, is also a bidder. On the 
available evidence, absorption of-County Gas by 
Laclede would promise the best economy to both 
city and county consumers. 

Since no engineering and economic evidence 
has been introduced to the contrary, the case 
for Laclede remains the more impressive. It 
becomes still more so in the light of the law and 
the SEC’s administration under it. 
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Giving the GOP an Easy Issue 


President Truman, Postmaster General Han- 
negan, Senator Briggs and their political ad- 
visers are completely mistaken if they think 
their wisest course is to ignore, until after the 
November election, the question of fraud in 
Kansas City in the recent primary. A bi-parti- 
san election board, appointed by a Democratic 
Governor, has already said that fraud was com- 
mitted. In the light of that, to remain silent 
will only be playing into the hands of the Re- 
publican opposition, That would be a confession 
that the course decided upon is to try to “get 
by” on the theory that the voters won’t take 
much notice of the Kansas City disclosures. 

Since the President himself is a product of the 
Kansas City machine, he can afford to do no less 
in this instance than to disassociate himself from 
any irregularities by issuing a strong statement 
reassuring Missouri that a vigorous Federal in- 
vestigation is being conducted and that breaches 
of election laws will be prosecuted. Still other 
factors increase the intensity of the spotlight on 
Mr.‘Truman. It was he who prevented the re- 
appointment of the fearless Democratic prose- 
cutor of Pendergast vote crooks, Maurice M, 
Milligan. It was he who marked Roger Slaugh- 
ter for defeat by Enos Axtell in the congres- 
sional primary. 

The GOP high command knows all this no 
less than the Democratic chieftains. Republican 
National Committeeman Mattingly’s statement 
is doubtless only the first which is planned if 
Washington keeps its lips closed. To say noth- 
ing on an issue like this is to invite the Repub- 
licans to go to town on it in the last weeks of 
the campaign. Mr. Truman cannot possibly gain 
by trying to wait it out. Neither can Senator 
Briggs. Their only course is forthright, un- 
equivocal public statement. 

Meantime, has Sam M. Wear, successor to 
Milligan, heard from Attorney General Clark as 
to the. results of the Department of Justice’s 
“study” of the facts? If so, he can blunt a 
telling Republican weapon in the borderline 
state of Missouri by taking the people into his 
confidence. 
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Men’s suits are reported running thinner and 
longer, and no wonder. Men are having to run 
thinner and longer to get them. 
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Good Will on the Microphone 


All the intimate techniques of radio, from 
music and drum-rolling epic to the homely 
drama, have been marshalled by the National 
Broadcasting Co. for a United Nations Week 
beginning Oct. 20. When so much of the time 
radio leads its audience on a merry escape from 
the important issues of life, NBC’s program 
series is an example of broadcasting’s first obli- 
gation—public service. 

One of these weekly programs will be discus- 
sions of foreign policy, but the attempt at direct 
address ends there. A second program explores 


the music of other lands; a third dramatizes the’ 


work of our Foreign Service, which has been 
more thrilling than the communiques reveal; 
a fourth is the drama of outposts and nations 
particularly important to America’s future—the 
panorama of the Pacific. 

The fifth program is virtually a new twist 
in that sturdy stock in trade, the soap opera. 
This is a revelation of the home and family life 
of our neighbors around the world. So NBC is 
sponsoring internationalism with a human touch 
which internationalism desperately needs—and 
we think radio can do that better than any other 
medium of expression. 
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Fourteen months after Indonesia was lib- 
erated, the Dutch and the Indonesians have quit 
fighting and signed a truce. These rumors that 
the war is over do get around, but it certainly 
takes time. 


The City’s Tax Jam 
Since many employers refuse to surrender the 
withheld St. Louis earnings tax, the court test 
of the ordinance should move speedily. For even 
if the city wins, it is meanwhile drawing danger- 
ously ahead of its sure income. If the question 
is still unsettled next April, the fiscal year will 


close, according to Budget Director Schubkegel, . 


with a $4,500,000 deficit. And if the city should 
lose after a long delay, its fiscal plight will be 
desperate. 


Yet it is said that the litigation may consume 


eight months. Why should it? Since any party 
who plays for delay risks greater loss, it seems 
as though a decision could come quickly if the 
courts co-operated fully. A constitutional and 
charter question being involved, isn’t there some 
way the Supreme Court can take over at once? 
As to the outcome, feelings are mixed. Levy- 
ing on income is just, reasonable, necessary. If 
the power is denied, the city must spend more 


time seeking enabling law or may turn to such ‘ 


unhappy measures as a sales tax. The unfor- 
tunate thing is that the contested ordinance 
makes bad use of this power which the city 
should have. 

A good tax would, like the federal and state 
laws, provide exemptions, credits for dependents 
and graduated rates. Instead, the Kaufmann ad- 
ministration rammed through a flat-rate levy on 
the gross earnings of individuals and net of 
businesses, disregarding the principle of ability 
to pay. The only saving feature is.the low rate. 
The rate was cut in half when opposition arose 
against a flat levy. But that probably means 
that the administration expects to raise the rate 
later, for the present one does not meet the 
revenue requirement. 

The city ought to be confirmed in its power, 
but if it is, the questionable flat rate will tend 
to become imbedded in the revenue system. Are 
the people satisfied with the present ordinance? 
If not, whether it stands or fall in court, they 
cannot begin too soon to demand a better one. 
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Oh, give us a home where the buffalo roam, 
where the deer and the antelope play; where 
never is heard a discouraging word, and there's 
meat every meal of the day!

The assiduous industry of our fellow trav- 
elers has so distorted the picture of Ameri- 
can foreign relations that the issue of war 
or peace between the Anglo-American 
powers and Russia is believed by many 
people to lie exclusively with the American 
and British people, The Kremlin, accord- 
ing to this view, stands idly by while advo- 
cates of a “soft policy” toward Russia do 
their darnedest to prevent the “get-tough- 
with-Russia” faction from landing us in a 
futile and destructive war. 


That is the party line, and it was the 
thesis of the extraordinary addresses by 
Henry Wallace and-:Senator Pepper at the 
famous Madison Square clambake last 
month. Get rid of America’s pro-British 
“warmongers,” and we shall have “peace in 
our time.” 


From this naive paraphrase of 1940 iso- 
lationism, one would hardly imagine that 
Stalinist Russia was playing an active role 
in the world at all, or doing anything more 
than waiting passively to be shot at like a 
sitting duck. 


Actually, of course, Stalin’s Russia has 
been very active, Albania is reportedly be- 
ing armed and equipped for demonstrations 
against “reactionary” Greece. A flood of 
rockets lit up the skies over Stockholm un- 
til Sweden signed on the dotted line a trade 
agreement favorable to Russia. 


That Mythical War Party 


Turkey feels threatened as Moscow de- 
mands an administration and fortification 
of the Dardanelles which would enable her 
to exclude the shipping of other nations 
from the Black Sea, 


Fulminations against Great Britain and 
the United States were set off by Gromyko 
before the United Nations in New York, by 
Molotov at the Paris Peace Conference, and 
in almost every edition of Pravda and 
Izvestia. 


The agreements made at Potsdam are 
ignored or repudiated, Germany is openly 
urged by temptation, intimidation, kidnap- 
ing and the disappearance of dissenters to 
return to the days of the Molotov-Ribben- 
trop pact. 

Finally, at Stuttgart, Secretary Byrnes 
opposed a few well-chosen words to this 
mounting crescendo of aggressive deeds. 
There wasn’t anything very “tough” in his 
speech, but he did make it plain that the 


United States was, morally at least, in 
favor of keeping the promises of Potsdam, 
and that, in as much as we had taken a 
prominent part in winning the war, we 
were going to continue our active interest 
in establishing peace. 


For this simple statement of American 
policy the Secretary of State found himself 
lambasted from hell to breakfast, and from 
Max Lerner, of PM, and Dr. Frederick L. 
Schuman, to Henry Wallace and Claude 
Pepper, as the leader of a mythical “get- 
tough-with-Russia” party whose jaws drip 
blood in feverish lust for war. 


Furthermore, the attacks on the Byrnes 
policy came just at the moment when it 
appeared that his touch of firmness was 
having favorable results, that the Kremlin 
was relaxing the pressure a little. These 
propitious symptoms were detected at about 
the same time that our left wingers let go 
at Mr. Byrnes as a “warmonger.” 


A Dangerous Distortion 


The relevant comment is “nerts.” No- 
body in the United States wants war with 
Russia, Practically nobody wants to take 
even a fraction of the risk of war which 
Schuman, Pepper, and so on, were willing 
enough to take when they were stopping 
Hitler in 1940, 


If there is a possibility of war, it springs 
from the dangerous and fatuous activities 
of our neo-appeasers, who seem determined 
to give Stalin the same false picture of a 
distracted and divided America by which 
another group of isolationists misled Hitler 
five years ago, 


If Stalin can be persuaded that we are 
so hopped up about the evils of British im- 
perialism as to be indifferent to the dan- 
gers created by the spread of Russian ex- 
pansionism, and if he is led to believe that 
America has abandoned hope for the United 
Nations and has followed the fellow trav- 
elers to a new isolationism, then it is quite 
possible that we shall one day find our- 
selves confronted with a grim choice be- 
tween a totalitarian peace and a show at 
resistance, without hope and without allies. 


For such a bleak outlook we should have 
to thank our earnest fellow travelers, whose 
fragmentation activities have already weak- 
ened America’s influence in the interna- 
tional field at a most critical time.

The Sun has had some hard words to 
say about the American Medical Associa- 
tion’s unprincipled campaign against health 
insurance. Lest anybody think we were 
exaggerating, we call attention to the report 
of Dr. Channing Frothingham to the Sen- 
ate Committee on Education and Labor. 

Dr. Frothingham, a prominent Boston 
physician and member of the A.M.A., has 
analyzed the “literature” of the National 
Physicians’ Committee Against Health In- 
surance, This committee, with the backing 
of A.M.A., has flooded the country with 
propaganda against the Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell bill. It employs methods, says Dr. 
Frothingham, “which can only be described 
as scurrilous.” 

The committee tells the public, for in- 


stance, that under Hitler Germany “had a 
similar system” of health insurance. In 
fact, health insurance in Germany began 
50 years before Hitler. 

The committee says health insurance 
“would entail making a public record of 
the characteristics and the most intimate 
and sacred personal relationships of every 
patient.” This, says Dr. Frothingham, is a 
“vicious and baseless lie.” 

Such examples could be multiplied indefi- 
nitely, One can understand why Dr. 
Frothingham and others like him are 
ashamed of the A.M.A, tactics. Organized 
medicine is entitled to oppose health insur- 
ance, but when professional men use false- 
hood and distortion as weapons of debate, 
they forfeit public respect. 


One Man’s Growth 


NOT SO WILD A DREAM, by Eric Sevareid. 
A. Knopf, New York.) - 
In some of the tensest moments of the 

war, notably at the time of the fall of Paris, 
the radio voice that was Eric Sevareid’s 
gave not only information, but also under- 
standing and some hope. Listeners, while 
sensing the competence of these broadcasts, 
can only now realize the feeling that under- 
lay all the apparent objectivity. 

Out of a small town in North Dakota by 
way of the University of Minnesota, 
Sevareid carried to Eugope a sense of the 
brotherhood of man and a hatred of the 
indignity to the human sptrit under total 
tarianism. He was to see in China and India, 
before the coming of peace, that these af- 
fronts to the newly kindled desire for self- 
respect were not to be found only on one 
side, but were natural accomplices of class 
and racial privilege. Even in the behavior 
of American troops in England and Franee 
when the war was done, and in the fictions 
of military caste, he found a denial of man’s 
great dream.

Sevareid came to believe that the Italian 
front represented a political maneuver, and 
watched the careers of Gen. Mark Clark 
and “Jumbo” Wilson with a skeptical eve. 
One figure over whom he may have senfi- 
mentalized is Gen, De Gaulle, and much as 
he admired Churchill as a war: leader, he 
rejoiced in his rejection by peacetime Eng- 
land, 

Later, at the San Francisco Conferencé, 
he was to conclude that without justice 
there could be no peace for long, and that 
in an uneasy truce new hatreds were being 
fanned into flames. The pretenses and in- 
efficiencies of warmaking were being pro- 
jected into the vision of peace to the defeat 
of human aspiration. 

* * 

“Only in physics is the world truly one,” 
the author writes. “In the laboratory of 
the mind and heart it is many worlds. 
Peoples are differently spaced in the time 
channel of history, and they come to ma- 
turity and wisdom (or weariness and de 
cline) at different moments, so that the 
problem rests in the fact that separate eras 
must try to live together within the one. 
In that free Western world we had under- 
stood that nationalism was part of the 
curse and menace of our time, and we had 
combined and fought to quell the most 
vielent expression of it the world had 
known. But because time moves at differ- 
ent rates of speed in different places, we 
found, when the fight was ended, that 
while we had learned the lesson and knew 
we. must have done with it, the nationalism 
of ethers was only just beginning.” 

All the dangers and hardships that befell 
Sevareid (and these included a parachute 
jump among the-head hunting Nagas on an 
ill-fated flight over the hump in China) 
were not in vain, even though the words 
of his spot broadcasts are fading from 
memory. In this background story of the 
development of one American of this gen- 
eration are many keys to a rational world.

KATHERINE KENT, by Mary S$. Gardner, (The Mac- 
millan Co., New York.)

The book abounds in virtue triumphant, 
homiletic conversation and quotations from 
Franklin, Browning and Shakespeare in 
their more moralistic moments. Its pur- 
poses, doubtless commendable, would seem 
to stand a better chance of fulfillment in a 
work of non-fiction,

TRUMAN has been seeking advice on how to protect him- 
self against the snares and 


His unpretentiousness has protected him from the consequences 
of blunders which would have shaken to its foundations the admin- 


istration of a stronger President. 


But he cannot draw too lavishly 


upon the fund of good will and good nature, of charity and chivalry, 
which the press and the informed public have, in altogether excep- 
tional degree, felt that they must for compassionate and patriotic 


reasons accord him. 


The public interest also de- 
mands protection. It needs to be 
protected against recurrent blun- 
ders like the Wallace imbroglio, 
the entanglement with Mr. 
Churchill's speech at Fulton, the 
Crowley affair terminating British 
lend-lease, and the Tiptonville re- 
marks about the atomic bomb. 
Mistakes like these are too expen- 
sive, and are unnecessary. 


Recipe for Confusion. 


They are due to one very simple 
but fundamental misconception: 
Mr. Truman has not realized that 
the Presidency is not a Man in the 
White House. The Presidency is 
an institution, a department of 
government, the central organ of 
government. No man, however 
big, can administer the office of 
President as the personal enter- 
prise of himself and his cronies. 
The less he is a big man, the less 
he can rely upon hunches and 
chitchat; the more he must fall 
back upon the organized decision 
ef a staff and of his advisers. 

Since Mr.: Truman’s troubles 
have developed out of his press 
conferences, its is but natura! that 
he should be hoping to cure his 
troubles by reforming his press 
conferences. There is little doubt 
that he ought to reform them. 

As now conducted they are as 
unsatisfactory as they are danger- 
ous. The President is frequently 
asked questions which he is un- 
prepared to answer. He may catch 
the point of the question. Or he 
may miss the point. He can 
then give no answer, Or he can 
make a quick guess. Or he can 
give the wrong answer. 

This system is bound to produce 
the results it so frequently does 
produce; no information and 
understanding but confusion 
throughout the world. 


To Disarm Hecklers. 


Yet the remedy is clearly indi- 
eated. On the one hand the public 
must know what the Government 
is doing, and the press must be 
enabled to report it. On the other 
hand the President cannot supply 
that information offhand in an- 
swer to questions tossed at him 
unexpectedly out of a crowd of 
newspaper men, especially when 
there will always be some more 
interested in heckling him than in 
reporting him. 

The remedy is to make it a rule 
that on matters of high policy, 
touching foreign affairs, the 
armed forces, government, finance, 
questions should be submitted in 


writing, and answered when the 
President has had time to have 
prepared a considered reply. 
There may be some who will say 
that Mr, Truman. cannot do ‘his 
without confessing that he is less 
able to cope with the press than 
was President Roosevelt. But in 
fact he is less able, and it will cost 
him less grief to admit it than to 


deny it. Moreover, as one news- 


paper man who has been to Presi- 
dential press conferences over a 
period of 30 years, I should like 
to say that even if Mr. Trtiman 
could imitate Roosevelt, he: ought 
not to try. 


Roosevelt’s Technique. 


Roosevelt’s conduct of press 
conferences became, as time went 
on, more a form of personal recre- 
ation than a means of public edu- 
cation. As he got exercise in the 
swimming pool, so he exercised 
his: wits in press conferences. 

Less and less came out of them 
which gave substance to the free- 
dom of the press. More and more 
they degenerated into persiflage 
by means of which the President, 
who was nearly always the victor, 
would win for himself a few more 
days of freedom from the _ in- 
quisitiveness of the press. 

The notion seems to exist that 
the fine flower of a free press can 
be enjoyed only in these catch-as- 
catch-can interviews, with their 
uninformed and _  uninforming 
answers to unprepared and uncon- 
sidered questions—and even that 
there is a smell of censorship and 
unfreedom and regimentation in a 
system of carefully prepared ques- 
tions answered when the Presi- 

ent is able to answer them. 


Shadow of a “Ghost.” 


Buy why? Because. I suppose, 
the delayed answer, though on the 
whole it would more certainly dis- 
close the facts on the question at 
issue, would be ghost-written and 
would, therefore, conceal from the 
public the quality of the man who 
is President. 

That is the only real objection 
I can think of. It can,be met. 
Questions of high policy that con- 
cern the security and vital inter-. 
ests of the nation could be given 
prepared answers after due notice. 

There would remain the whole 
field of domestic politics and in- 
ternal policy in which we can still 
exercise that special freedom, 
unique among the democracies, 
but wel] worth its cost of compel- 
ling our men to appear before us 
as they are when they are unpro- 


tected and naked. -

ERE in Ohio are all the elements of the national political 


scene in this confused and uncertain year of 1946. 


In Cleve- 


land, what happened inside the labor movement is typical of 


what has occurred in many industrial centers, 
The bitter split inside the CIO-PAC has a direct bearing, of 


eourse, on the outcome of the November elections. 
rather it came into the open, nearly two years ago. 


It began, or 
Communists, 


or fellow travelers on the Moscow line, had gained control of the 


- Cleveland CIO council. 

They worked, as they invariably 
do; with intense zeal. They in- 
variably turned up for all meet- 
ings, armed with a disciplined 
knowledge of parliamentary ma- 
neuver, and they stayed until the 
last vote was en, 

A Political Receiver. 

On a showdown, with the Com- 
munists in the majority, the coun- 
ell voted to endorse Arnold John- 
gton, state head of the Commu- 
nist , who was running as 
an independent for the school 
board. This caused a great out- 
ery. The Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers pulled out of the council, 
and the United Steel Workers 
threatened to follow. The en- 
dorsement was repudiated. 

But the issue was publicly 

ined for all the world to see. 

the two years that have fol- 
Jowed, the quarrel between Com- 
munist and non-Communist has 
been fully reported in the papers. 
Last June, another showdown oc- 
cured over control of the local 
CIO paper. Again the Communist 
faction won. This time the re- 
volt of the non-Communists was 
overwhelming. Five unions threat- 
ened to withdraw their locals 
from the council—which would 
have meant a loss of nearly half 
the membership and, more import- 
ant, half the revenues. 

After this dispute had been 
thoroughly aired, beth factions 
agreed to put the issue up to 
Philip Murray, the harassed na- 
tional president of the CIO, Mur- 
ray sent one of his trusted lieu- 
tenants to investigate. As a re 
sult, the CIO head brought in a 
sort of political receiver who is 
today absolute boss of the Cleve- 
land council. The man chosen 
for this job is George Denucci of 
Columbus, CIO regional director 
for central Ohio. 


After the Horse Was Gone. 


Denucci, a solid trade-unionist 
who has never become involved 
in the maze of leftist politics, will 
clean out the whole organization 
after the election campaign. Then 
the council will elect new officers 
and begin over again. The quar- 
rel now is in suspension. 

But, politically speaking, the 
damage has already been done. 
The public quarrel has supplied 
the Republicans with effective 
documentation for their cry of 
Communism. In the past that 
ery hag sounded pretty hollow. 
Now, however, faithfully reported 
from day to day, it is the story of

an intrigue, dominated by Com- 
munists and fellow-travelers, to 
dictate the policy of one of the 
chief labor organizations in the 
state. The Republicans are using 
this handy campaign ammunition 
to the utmost. '

GOLSCHMANN REGRET 
ACK OF ENDOWMENT 


Says Symphony Is Threatened 
With Suspension for 
Lack of $5000. 


The precarious financial state 
of the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra because of the lack of 
endowment funds was the sub- 
ject of Symphony Conductor 
Viadimir Golschmann’s annual 
press conference, given yesterday 
on the occasion of Golschmann’s 
return to St. Louis to direct the 
orchestra’s sixty-seventh season. 
It will be Golschmann’s sixteenth 
consecutive season as conductor. 

Golschmann, in referring to the 
troubles of the orchestra, made it 
emphatic that the starting point 
of his diagnosis of the troubles 
of the orchestra ig the current 
dispute of the orchestra with City 
Comptroller Louis Nolte over 
terms of the contract between the 
city and the orchestra for rental 
of space for rehearsal and per- 
formance in Kiel Auditorium. 

“Mr. Nolte and ourselves had 
been in agreement that $7500 
would cover all expenses, but now 
he says that we must pay ex- 
penses of the stagehands befotre 
we may have a hall for rehearsals 
and performance,” he said, “How 
much is the expense of the stage- 
hands? $5000. What follows? 
This follows—that for lack of 
$5000, the city is threatened with 
a suspension of its symphony 
orchestra, and, in any case, the 
efficiency of our orchestra is 
damaged.” | 

Nolte today requested City 
Counselor George L. Stemmler to 
seek a court order enjoining the 
symphony society from using the 
auditorium until a contract is 
signed and $7500 is paid to the 
city. With the approval of Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, the orchestra 
rehearsed in the auditorium this 
morning. 

St. Louis has endowment funds 
totaling $4000, and has income 
from none of it, Golschmann said. 
He contrasted this figure with en- 
dowment funds of over $3,000,000 
for the Cleveland orchestra, $2,- 
225,000 for the Chicago orchestra, 
and sums ranging downward in 
this general bracket for orchestras 
of other cities. 

“Cleveland, to give you an 
example of what endowment 
funds can do for an orchestra, 
has an income from its funds of 
over $129,000 annually.” 

A symphony orchestra, he 
stated as a “general formula,” has 
three sort of funds on which is 
based the effective life or stran- 
gling of an orchestra. These are, 
besides the endowment fund; the 
maintenance fund—raised by pop- 
ular means—and the take at the 
box office the afternoons or nights 
of a concert. 

“St. Louis compares favorably 
with any city for the generosity of 
the people’s support both of main- 
tenance and box-office funds,” He 
said, “Our maintenance fund this 
year igs $100,000, only about $20,000 
under what we'd aimed at. Our 
box office take last season was 67 
per cent of our total revenue for 
the season, and was the highest 
box office take in the orchestra’s 
history.” . 


Golschmann, only faintly smil- 
ing, said, “The answer to maxi- 
mum effectiveness for the St. 
Louis orchestra rests in the drum- 
ming into people’s minds that, 
when they die, they must leave 
some of their money to us. After 
all, they can’t take it with them, 
and—since they must leave it— 
where will they find a worthier 
object than the orchestra?” 

Golschmann spent the summer 
in Paris. “The city is gay, but 
with much sadness and poverty 
underneath the gaiety. You can’t 
buy wine, and taxi meters register 
10 to 15 times what they used 
to.” People, he said, “don’t know 
how lucky they are to be in this 
country.” Golschmann lost 12 
members of his family in the 
Nazi occupation of France.

to the leve] of the '20s from the 
cuts made during the depression, 
Mervyn Wiethaupt,  secretary- 
treasurer of the Board, said last 
night. He addressed a meeting of 
the Public School Patrons’ Al- 
liance in the Board’s assembly 
room, 

Wiethaupt said that on a tour 
he and other school officials made 
last spring, it was learned that 
Missouri contributes far less to 
local schools than do most other 
states, Further, St. Louis doesn’t 
get it® proper share of the money 
bre yg is put up by the State, he 
aid. : 
About 38 per cent of all state 
revenue comes form St. Louis, but 
city schools will get only a little 
more than 10 per cent of state 
school funds, Wiethaupt went on, 
adding that there was little hope 
for improvement of this situation 
because of outstate control of the 
General Assembly. 

Assessed valuations of property 
in St. Louis total $224,000,000 less 
this year than they did in 1931, 
he said. “If assessed valuations 
Jwere on the same base today as 
they were in 1931, we wouldn’t 
need to go to the people for addi- 
tional revenue,” Wiethaupt as- 
serted. “The revenue that $224,- 
000,000 in valuations would bring 
in would just about balance our 
budget.” 

The Board must have more 
revenue because of sharply rising 
costs, he said, pointing out that 
there is constant pressure for 
increasing of wages. As an ex- 
ample of increased materials 
costs, he pointed to fuel for heat- 
ing schools which cost $90,000 in 
1939 and will cost $225,000 this 
year, 

A recent study of other possible 
sources of revenue for the Board 
of Education disclosed none that 
would be feasible, Wiethaupt said. 
A payroll tax was rejected as im- 
practical for the school body to 
collect, he asserted, and other sug- 
gestions such as amusement and 
juke-box taxes, were ruled out as 
“beneath the dignity of the school 
system.” 

“We are sorry that under the 
Missouri constitution the burden 
of school taxes is on real estate,” 
he continued. “We're not happy 
about it, but there doesn’t seem 
to be much we can do about it.” 

He also asked support of the 
alliance for the $35,000,000 bond 
issue for capital improvements in 
the school system.- A resolution

Home, School and Church Co- 
operation Urged by 
Speaker. 


The co-operative action of aome, 
school and church determines the 
character, of the community and, 
in turn, that of the nation, C. W- 
Phillips of the University of North 
Carolina told the annual Missouri 
Congress of Parents and Teachers 
at Hotel Jefferson today. 

Several hundred representatives 
of parent-teacher associations 
throughout the state were present 
at the opening session of the con- 
vention which has as itg theme, 
“Cornerstones of the Future— 
Home, School, Church and Com 
munity.” The meeting will adjourn 
at noon Thursday, 

Phillips, who is public relations 
director of the Woman's College 
of the university at Greensboro, 
N. C., and second vice-president of 
the National Congress of Parents 
and Teachers, pointed out that all 
parent-teacher programs are de- 
signed to*improve the welfare of 
childhood and youth. ‘ 

“Tf this aim is realized,” he said, 
“ther? the community will take 
care of itself. But in formulating 
our program, we must realize that 
home and school are not the only 
educational agencies, The movies, 
the radio and the newsstand also 
are educational factors and only 
by continuous co-operation with all 
these agencies can we achieve our 
goal of a well-rounded education 
for our youth.” 

Mrs. George E. Calvert, a mem-

CITY INCOME TAX 
RETURNS POURING 
IN TO COLLECTOR 


Amount Withheld Pend- 


ing Test in Doubt — 
. Research Group Pre- 


dicts Deficit. 


Returns of the new city income 
tax flooded the office of Collector 
of Revénue Richard E. Gruner 
today, the last day for filing with- 
out penalty, but the amount of 
payments being held up by large 
and small corporations, pending 
determination of the validity of 
the levy, remained in doubt, 

The aggregate held up will be 
considerable, as the Post-Dispatch 
has shown, and city officials are 
seriously concerned over the ef- 
fect on municipal finances, 

Collector Gruner announced 
this afternoon receipt of about 
115 returns which lacked checks 
but bore explanations relating to 
the court test of the tax. He had 
estimated the number in this 
category at 100 up to yesterday 
.fternoon. 

About 2500 more returns were 
received today, up to early after- 
noon, bringing the total so far to 
about 6500. Gruner had sent out

Returns of individuals and re- 
turns on corporate net earnings 
will be made on an annual basis 
iy are not due until next March 
Research Group’s Report. 

The city’s financial problems 
will not be solved even if validity 
of the new municipal income tax 
is upheld by the courts, the Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute, pri- 
vately supported fact-finding 
agency, warned in a bulletin issued 
today. 

The city faces the prospect of 
a deficit of approximately $1,400,- 
000 at the end of the current fiscal 
year next April 7, and invalidation 
of the tax by the courts would 
increase the prospective deficit to 
about $3,075,000, it was estimated. 

(Budget Director E. G. Schub- 
kegel in a statement yesterday 
was even more pessimistic, esti- 
mating the deficit next April 
would be $4,500,000 if large cor- 
porations proceed with plans to 
withhold payment of the new 
tax.) 

Additional revenue of about 
$7,700,000 must be obtained to 
avoid a deficit in April 1948, the 
institute continued. It said mount- 
ing deficits in succeeding years 
are indicated unless municipal 
operating expenditures are cut far 
below their present level or un- 
less additional revenue is obtained. 
In view of the recent approval by 
voters of a bond issue for starting 
a municipal system of rubbish 
collection, it is likely that operat- 
ing expenditures will increase 
rather than decline next year. 

$31,568,468 Needed for Year. 

During this fiscal year, the mu- 
nicipal revenue fund will have to 
meet obligations amounting to 
$31,568,468, the institute reported, 
but funds available, according to 
official estimates, will total only 
$30,160,333. 

The agency summarized the 
outlook for the 1947-48 fiscal year 
in this way: If municipal rubbish 
collection is instituted by April 
1947, and the Board of Aldermen 
adopts the Mayor's recommenda- 
tions for a pension system and an 
expansion of present municipal 
services, additional revenue of 
about $7,761,407 must be obtained 
to avoid a deficit in April 1948

Work on the six-block stretch 
of roadway, which comprises the 
business district of that section of 
Webster Groves known as Old 
Orchard, is expected to start in 
about 10 days. It was estimated 
the project would take 30 days to 
complete, The roadway, now 20 
feet wide, will be made 45 feet 
wide. Existing sidewalks and 
buildings will not be affected by 
the widening as the city already 
has a 60-foot right-of-way.

Missouri Supreme Court ruled late 
yesterday, in affirming an_ in- 
junction barring members of a 
union from interfering with the 
receiving and processing of milk 
prought to milk plants in Kansas 
City. 

Division No. 2 of the court, in 
an opinion by Judge George Robb 
Ellison, upheld a Jackson County 
Circuit Court decree perpetually 
enjoining five members of the 
AFL Milk Drivers and Dairy Em- 
ployes Local Union No, 207 from 
interfering with the receiving, un- 
loading and processing of milk 
brought to the milk plants by the 
contract hauler who filed the suit. 

The case was remanded to the 
lower court, however, for -modifi- 
cation of the decree to the extent 
of permitting peaceful picketing 
and assembly. 

Origin of Suit. 


The injunction suit grew out of 
a move by the union in April, 
1945, to unionize employes of seven 
processing plants and drivers of 
milk hauling trucks in the Kansas 
City milk area. The suit was 
filed by a contract hauler whose 
milk was turned back at unloading 

ocks by union members. 

The suit was based on Sec. 8301 
of the state anti-trust law, which 
defines a combinatfon in restraint 
of trade as a conspiracy. 

Judge Ellison, in overruling con- 
tentions the statute was not ap- 
plicable, said, “. . . when all the 
union members of all the milk 
plants in the area confederated to 
reject the milk, the action was 
conspirative, if the respondent’s 


milk hauling business thereby 
would have been destroyed.” 

“It will not do to say without 
limitation,” Judge Ellison said, 
“that any group of individuals 
legally may combine to do acts

build. “I have been a victim of a great fear,” he admitted 
me during’ our interview. “It seems that at times I can- 
not get my breath. I am terrified for fear I may faint and then 
suffocate. Several doctors have examined me thoroughly and 
say that my heart is O.K. I even had my tonsils taken out to 
make sure my throat wouldn’t be too small to permit my 
breathing. The doctors tell me that I am all right physically, 
but that my trouble is in my mind. They say I am a neurotic. 
I think 1 am better now than I used to be, but still I get spells 
when 1 am terrified for fear I may faint. I always feel that if 
I should lose consciousness, I might stop breathing. In fact, I 
‘ hate to fall asleep at night lest I should quit breathing, so I 
sit and nod and jerk myself awake until the middle of the 
night. Dr. Crane, what is wrong with me, and will I die if I 
faint upon the street some day?” 
2. 
A GREAT MANY PEOPLE have a fear of suffocation. 
- Sometimes there are organic reasons for this breathless condi- 
tion. Anemia will occasionally produce this effect, as will 
certain heart conditions, and asthma. But a thorough physical 
examination will soon reveal whether the cause is organic or 
mental. Since Abe's case is mental, I helped relieve him of his 
worry regarding suffocation by telling him that & person cannot 
refrain from breathing whén he is asleep or unconscious. 
Nature takes care of us wonderfully. As long as we are awake 
or conscious, we can refuse to breathe, but as soon as we be- 
come unconscious, breathing automatically starts up again and 
continues.

IN FACT, MANY PEOPLE can be made to faint by follow- 
ing this plan: Let the other person stand in front of you. Have 
him take a deep breath and hold it. Then allow him to drop 
his head back upon your shoulder while you hug him as tightly 
as possible. If he relaxes, except for continuing to hold his 
breath, he will soon lose consciousness. You can detect this 
fact by the sudden jerky release of his breath. He will relin- 
quish it in this fashion: “Hump-hump-hum-m-m-m," and his 
knees will collapse. You must hold him else he falls and may 
hurt himself. Inside of a few seconds he will open his eyes 
in the most bewildered manner and not know for a moment 
just what has happened. You ‘have thus produced fainting. 
Slender people seem better subjects for this experiment than 
stouter individuals, probably because you can compress their 
chest more readily by your steady hugging.

HILE meat specialties are 
W the most available of the 

fresh meats now, it is a fine 
opportunity to learn how to cook 
expertly such items as oxtails. The 
best of cooks have never scorned 
this inexpensive and often not 
wanted meat. Usually it is in 
times of stress when many cooks 
get down to business and in try- 
ing hard to make the food palat- 
able, they emerge with something 
so good that others never want to 
forget. Braised oxtails are served 
in the finest hotels in the country 
and they are one of their most 
popular entrees. When prepared 
intelligently, the dish is not only 
good to eat but it is attractive. 
The beauty depends on cutting 
the oxtail at the joints in 3 or 4 
inch pieces and then giving them 
that slow deep brown which re- 
maing all through the long slow 


cooking which is required to make | 


them deliciously tender — tender 
enough for the meat to be just 
ready to fall from the bones. But 
to obtain this result, one must 
have either a heavy iron skillet 
with a very tight fitting lid or a 
Dutch oven, An ordinary skillet 
or saucepan with a loose fitting 
cover just will not do the trick. 
BRAISED OXTAILS. 


Three pounds oxtails (two ox- 
tails), flour, two tablespoons fat, 
two and one-fourth teaspoons salt, 
dash pepper, one-half cup water or 
tomato juice, one cup diced celery, 
one medium bunch carrots, four 
to five medium potatoes, 

Separate oxtail into 3-inch sec- 
tions, Wipe meat with damp cloth. 
Dredge with flour and brown 
slowly and richly on both sides in 
two tablespoons fat in a heavy 
skillet or Dutch oven. This brown- 
ing requires at least half an hour. 
Sprinkle with salt and a dash of 
pepper if desired. Add liquid, 
cover tightly and simmer over 
very low heat or in a slow oven 
(300 degrees Fahrenheit) until 
meat is tender (from one and one- 
half to two and one-half hours de- 
pending on age). Prepare the 
vegetables and add to the meat 
during the last 45 minutes of the 
cooking period. Add additional 
liquid during the cooking if need- 
ed. To make gravy, make a paste 
of flour and water, using two 
tablespoons of flour for every cup 
of liquid and drippings. Add the 
flour-water paste to the liquid re- 
maining after meat has been 
removed from skillet (more water 
may be added to make enough 
gravy). Stir until gravy boils and 
thickens, season to taste and 
serve,

Cook half a pound green beans 
(cut into one-inch lengths) in a 
small amount of water until bare- 
ly tender (15 to 25 minutes), Saute 
two slices bacon, cut into bits, 
and two tablespoons chopped 
onion five or six minutes. Blend 
one tablespoon flour into bacon 
fat in pan. Add the bean liquid 
(there should be only about one- 
fourth cup of water left) and 
blend. Add three to four tomatoes 
that have been peeled and sliced 
(two cups), two ears corn, cut 
from cob (two cups), two table- 
spoons chopped green pepper, one 
teaspoon sugar, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt and a dash of pepper 
and stir thoroughly. Simmer for 
seven to eight minutes until corn 
is tender, Stir occasionally. Four 
servings. Serve each child four 
cups of milk to drink and each 
adult two cups in addition to that

My Day -o- 
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By Eleanor Roosevelt 


EW YORK, Monday. 

OME ny this week, I am go- 

ing to speak at a meeting con- 

cerned with recreation in the 
city of New York. Since most of 
us, in every city and even in rural 
areas throughout the country, can- 
not efcape deep concern for the 
rise in juvenile delinquency every- 
where, I think it is well to con- 
sider some of the things contrib- 
uting to this rise and some of the 
efforts which can be made to 
meet it. 

This condition occurs after all 
wars. The discipline of children 
has been relaxed, for their parents 
have been in the armed forces or 
have been working long hours in 
war industries. Mothers as well 
as fathers have been out of the 
home to a great extent. In’cer- 
tain areas, however, there is al- 
ways trouble with the children, 
arising from the bad conditions 
under which they live. Overcrowd- 
ing, with all of its harmful re- 
sults, exists in certain parts of big 
cities at all times. It is vastly 
increased immediately after a war. 
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IN NEW YORK CITY, certain 
districts, such ag the old wn- 
town slum areas, have always had 
difficulty with the youngsters. 
The Henry Street Settlement has 
introduced many a young man to 
the problems of his city, and many 
of those men are now serving in 
public office or are running for 
election, 

* . o 

It is vitally necessary to the 
meeting of this problem that we 
elect to office men who under- 
stand that everything they do 
touches the lives of individuals, 
particularly the lives of children, 
and through them will affect the 
future of the nation. We can 
never separate problems like juve- 
nile delinquency from govern- 
ment and from the choice of candi- 
dates for government office. 

Here in New York State, this 
November, we will have to weigh 
candidates for Governor, for the 
United States Senate, for the 
House of Representatives, for the 
State Legislature and fog city 
offices. We must do so with a 
view to all kinds of problems, but 
we must bear in mind that all 
problems touch our children. 

Form>r Gov. Herbert H. Leh- 


man worked closely for years with 
Miss Lillian Wald on the problems 
of the Henry Street Settlement, 
and I am sure that this training 
affected his attitude on many ques- 
tions as Governor and in his re- 
lief work. He is today a great 
humanitarian with a real under- 
standing of the problems at home 
and abroad as they affect disad- 
vantaged people and, above all, 
the children of the nation. 
+ * + 

I HAVE a particular interest 
that all children should be treated 
without discrimination. Oppor- 
tunities for better recreation, for 
better education, and for better 
care in state institutions, should 
be alike for all children. The work 
which I have watched so closely 


at Wiltwyck School taught me the ~ 


needs not only of our Harlem 
children, but also of many of our 
other children who come from dis- 
tressed areas, 

Words and promises are never 
enough. Performance is what 
counts. And when we deal with 
juvenile delinquency, it is per- 
formance in providing al] the chil- 
dren of our country with facilities 
which will keep them out of 
trouble and, if they happen to get 
into trouble, with the best possible 
care,

Never Give 
Rabies Time 
To Develop

ABIES is a terrible disease, 
R starting suddenly with great 

irritation of the nervous sys- 
tem, and ultimately bringing 
about paralysis and death. Since 
we have no cure for it, we are 
fortunate indeed that it is pri- 
marily a disease of dogs and is 
acquired by human beings only as 
a result of being bitten by a rabid 
animal. 

We are very lucky in another 
respect, too, in possessing a pre- 
ventive vaccine. This was worked 
out by the great French scientist 
Pasteur and where given early 
enough to one who has been in- 
fected, the development of the dis- 
ease can be stopped almost with- 
out exception. 

x *« * 


WITH THIS IN mind, the aver- 
age man wants to know what to 
do and when to do it should he or 
a member of his family be bitten 
by a dog which might be infected 
with rabies. 

Circumstance will determine the 
answer. If the animal can be 
found, it should be kept under ob- 
servation. If it does not develop 
symptoms of rabies within two 
weeks, no further concern need be 
felt. If it does, there will still be 
time for the antirabid serum to 
take effect because, though the 
time between infection and the 
onset of rabies varies, in the great 
majority of cases, it is 20 to 60 
days. 

There is one exception to this. 
Bites on the face or neck are 
particularly dangerous, Therefore 
many doctors feel that in these 
cases there should be no waiting 
at all, In other words, one should 
not take a chance that the animal 
will prove to be healthy, The 
danger is too great should things 


turn out the other way and hence, . 


they advocate starting antirabic 
serum at once. 

The experience of the Chicago 
Health Department strongly sup- 
ports this. view. Hence, the only 
failures in the prevention of rabies 
have occurred when the vaccine 
was not given early enough to 
those bitten on the face or neck. 

a 


IF THE ANIMAL cannot be 
found and observed, then the only 
safe thing is to assume that it was 
rabid, start immediate injections 
of the vaccine, and give a full 
course. 

Rabies seems to be another in 
the long list of serious diseases 
which are causgd by those ex- 
tremely tiny trouble-makers, the 
viruses. Once the rabies organism 
enters the blood stream, it can be 
dealt with only by use of antirabic 
serum. For this and for other rea- 
sons Dr, Thomas L. Chiffele of 
Nashville advocates washing of 
the wound with nothing stronger 
than a 20 per cent soap solution. 

The use of such substances as 
silver nitrate or strong acids is 
hardly of any value, and certainly 
no treatment of the wound will 
eliminate the virus from the 
wound after six hours. 

Persons who have animal bites 
should not delay in consulting a 
physician for treatment, Once it 
develops, rabies is 100 per cent 
fatal and hence nothifig to fool 
around with or to treat with home 
remedies, There {s just one right 
treatment and that is prevention 
by the use of the vaccine early.

Although the contract was 4 
trick high for the combined hold- 
ings of North and South, it is dif- 
ficult to criticize any individual 
bid. Anyway, South came throug} 
with flying colors. 

West opened -his top heart, 
which certainly seemed to be the 
safest lead from his hand. Dum- 
my’s jack and East’s kings were 
played, and South ruffled. Right 
here, at the first trick, declarer 
was in possession of some highly 
interesting information. Obvious- 
ly, the lead of the heart ten was 
a “top-card lead”"—West scarcely 
would have opened away from 
an ace-ten. Thus, East was ab- 
solutely marked with the heart 
ace, and the burning question be- 
came: who had the heart eight? 

With nothing to lose by the ef- 
fort, declarer decided to play West 
for that important card. He went 
to dummy with a trump and led 
the heart queen through East, who 
of course covered with the ace. 
(Otherwise South would have dis- 
carded a spade then and there.) 
South ruffled, returned to dummy 
with another trump, and ruffled 
the heart deuce. Now he cashed 
his three diamond tricks, ending 
in dummy, and hopefully led the 
heart seven. When East failed to 
cover with the eight—for the best 
possible reason! —declarer knew 
he was home. He nonchalantly 
discarded his low spade, giving 
West the trick and waited for 
West's next play. It could only be 
a spade, of course, and this lead 
came up to declarer’s major 
tenace,
